Elk Grove's only female Kiwanian quits in dispute

Mary Clark resigned Tuesday from tho 


Elk Grove KlwanU after the results of a 
secret-ballot showed the male members 
wanted to deny her the right to become 
an officer of the croup. 


KiwaiUs members voted on the resolu- 


tion to- accord Miss Clark a conditional 
membership last week In an nth-hour ef- 
fort to keep Miss Clark In the dub and 
retain their charter. Klwanis Inter- 
national threatened to dissolve the local 
club If Miss Clark, the only female mem- 
ber, was not dropped by today in accor- 
dance with the all-male rule of the or- 
ganization. 


Kiwanls Prcs. Richard Harrell said 


Tuesday a majority of the voting mem- 
bers approved the resolution in a mall 
balloting. They also agreed, Harrell said, 
to seek an amendment to the Kiwanls 
bylaws to eliminate sex discrimination at 
the international convention next sum- 
mer. 


MISS CLARK said she felt she "would 


have been letting women and myself 
down" by accepting the conditional 
membership. 


"Throughout this issue I never in- 


tended to accept a reduced status, "Miss 
Clark said. "It's a status that is not pro- 
vided for in the Kiwanls constitution or 


bylaws. I want my status to be defined — 
I din't want to expend my energies in a 
club that I have no real role in." 


In her letter of resignation, effective 


immediately, Miss Clark said she was re- 
cruited and Inducted into full member-' 
ship in Kiwanls and would accept nothing 
less. 


"When I Joined Klwanis a year ago, it 


was with bright hopes of serving the 
community and I have enjoyed working 
with my fellow Kiwanlans on projects to 
benefit Elk Grove Village," Miss Clark 
said In the letter. 


"I am unable to accept your require- 


ment that I step down from active mem- 


bership and accept 'special status' until 
the national reevaluates its attitude to- 
ward women." 


HARRELL REFUSED comment on 


Miss Clark's resignation until he re- 
ceived a copy of her letter. He did say, 
however, that the local chapter would not 
drop Its fight to change the all-male Kl- 
wanis rule. 


"We'll stick by the resolution and work 


for an amendment at the international 
convention next June in Atlanta, Ga.," 
Harrell said. "The resolution was a com- 
promise, but we were willing to go that 
route to try to get the bylaws changed." 


Miss Clark said she could understand 


the thought behind the resolution, but 


couldn't stay in the club as a restricted 
member. 


"I respect their wish to remain In Kl- 


wanis International since part of the res- 
olution is that they will fight from within 
— it's a legitimate and democratic ap- ' 
preach. Unfortunately, I cannot accept 
the compromise," she said. 


The Elk Grove dub first voted to back 


Miss Clark after receiving the directive- 
to oust her or lose its charter almost a 
month ago. A Great Neck, N.Y., club is 
supporting a lawsuit by five women 
against the international, which dissolved 
the chapter there for admitting them. 
The suit charges the Klwanis bylaws 
violate a s^vte human rights act.

In discussing the village financial pic- 


ture, Larson also said property tax reve- 
nues will come in earlier next year due 
to changes In tax collection procedure In 
Cook and Lake counties. 


Delayed property taxes from both 


counties has been a major cause of fi- 
nancial trouble In Buffalo Grove, he said. 


Larson said the changes mean the tax 


bills wlll.be going out "on time" next 
year. The village therefore will receive 
an estimated £190,000 In property tax rev- 
enue In March. 


He also said fees for building permits 


and engineering are continuing to como

Stavros ill? Moved to federal prison in Kentucky 


Convicted political boss James Stavros 


has been transferred from the federal 
prison at Sandstone, Minn., to the federal 
prison at Lexington, Ky., for medical 
reasons. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic committee who pleaded guil- 


ty April 30 to extorting $92,000 from three 
Wheeling developers and filing a false in- 
come tax return, was transferred Nov. 2. 


The reason for the medical transfer 


was unknown as Lexington prison offi- 
cials were unavailable for comment and 
Sandstone Warden L. R. Puttman said he 


could not remember. 


A spokesman for the Federal Bureau 


of Prisons In Washington said the Lex- 
ington prison facilities are for prisoners 
with chronic medical problems and drug 
or alcohol problems. 


Each prison is of the minimum-secur- 


ity type. 


Stavros was sentenced to a four-year 


prison term June 4 by U.S. District Court 
Judge Hubert Will. The U.S. Attorney's 
office dropped eight additional charges 
against Stavros, including alleged ex- 
tortions totaling $121,230. 


Inflation muscling into classrooms?

America's No. 1 nemesis — Inflation — is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil in the class- 
room. 


But If Inflation keeps rising at its present rate, in the words 


of one business manager, "We're in big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking for bargains and buying 


one brand to tako advantage of discounts, the schools are 
staying even with inflated prices. 


While all local districts ore smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit*. 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, in some Instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 750 per cent In a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all in one year to 
beat inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came in for the whole project and ranged from $500,000 
to $1 million. Part of the Increase was due to the cost of 
roofing tar, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon drum in one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist 54 felt "lucky" .when it con- 


tracted to buy 15 per cent more paper than the amount it 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm .later con- 
tacted the district to say .the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take It or leave it." 


"We could sue, but then we wouldn't have any paper," said

Marvin Lapicola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in Dist. 54 called for $16.5 


million In buildings. Now inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Lapicola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts In the Mid- 


west, Dist. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Lapicola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses in nonlnstructional areas, business managers are try- 
ing o stay even with inflation in some cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are used, less memos 
are sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home. 
, 


Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready are nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this same time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year— and it's only November," said Perry. 


Perry is concerned that the $15 million budget will come up 


$100,000 short instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION techniques that were around 


last winter due to the fuel shortage will be around again this 
year in school districts, but for a defferent reason. Districts 
will be keeping thermostats low and lights off where possible 
to save fuel, but more importantly; to keep cost down.' 


At least one district is'changing its baying habits in an

United Motor Coach Co. o( Des Plalnes was given a $336,000 


grant Tuesday by the Regional Transportation Authority to 
keep the ailing bus firm in operation until the end of the year. 
The RTA board approved a $336,218 grant for United Motor 
Coach and a similar emergency grant totaling $449,136 for 
South Suburban Safeway Lines, another financially troubled 
bus company. The grant is intended to sustain United Motor 
Coach until Dec. 31, when the firm Is expected to be pur- 
chased by the North Suburban Mass Transit District. United 
will uso the funds to meet payrolls, repay operating loans and 
pay insurance premiums. John Hanck, United Motor Coach 
president, said the company would have been unable to meet 
Its payroll this week without the grant He said the money 
will be adequate to keep the bus lines operating until the end 
of the year.

GAO: armed men could seize nuclear plant 


A small group of armed men — as few as two or three — 


could seize a nuclear power plant and release radioactive 
materials into tho neighboring areas, a government report 
warned Tuesday. Tho GAO told Dixy Lee Ray of tho Atomic 
Energy Commission that security needs to be improved. 


Nixon consents to physical exam by panel 


Lawyers for former President Richard Nixon said he has 


consented to a physical examination by a court-appointed 
panel of doctors "If they really feel it Is necessary" to deter- 
mine his ability to give testimony in the Watergate coverup 
trial. At tho trial, meanwhile, a tape revealed that Nixon, 
convinced John Mitchell was "not gonna make It anyway," 
once ordered a top aide to pressure him to take full blame for 
Watergate and draw attention away from the White House. 


Rocky confirmation delayed in Senate 


Senate action on Nelson Rockefeller's nomination as vice 


president may be delayed until after Thanksgiving, Senate 
Democrat leader Mike Mansfield said Tuesday. There were 
Indications, however, that tho House was speeding its efforts 
to bring the nomination to a vote before Christmas. 


Mental exam ordered for embassy gunman 


A mental examination was ordered Tuesday for Napoleon 


Lcchoco, a Filipino gunman who held the Philippine am- 
bassador and an aide hostage at their embassy in Washington 
until he received assurance of a trip from Manila to the U.S. 
for his teenage son. Chief U.S. District Court Judge George 
Hart ordered tho examination and refused to allow ball.

Israel vows to eliminate terrorists 


BEIT SHEAN, Israel (UPI) — With 


eight persons killed in the latest Arab 
guerrilla raid on this town near the Sea 
of Galilee, Defense Minister Shimon Per- 
es pledged Tuesday that Israeli armed 
forces would hunt down Arab terrorists 
until "the last one of them is elimi- 
nated." 


Anti-Israeli raids broke out in occupied 


East Jerusalem for the second day Tues- 
day and Arab high school girls threw 
rocks at Israeli police until police drove 
them back with streams of green-dyed 
water from water cannon and arrested 30 
of them. There were other anti-Israeli 
demonstrations on the West Bank for the 
seventh consecutive day. 
' 


Israeli officials said three Arab guer- 


rillas armed with Soviet, made automat- 
ic rifles and hand grenades seized a 
three-story apartment house in this town 
near the Jordanian frontier but were shot 
to death by Israeli commandos who 
stormed the building four hours later. 
Five Israelis also died. 


Another 22 persons, mostly children 


suffered minor injuries when they leaped 
from windows in the stone apartment 
house. Witnesses said that after the 
shooting stopped enraged neighbors and 
tenants threw the bodies of the guer- 
rillas, one headless, out of the window. 
The bodies were doused with gasoline 
nnd set afire. 


In Damascus, the Marxist Popular 


Democratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine claimed responsibility for the 
attack and vowed the guerrillas would 
"continue to strike at the enemy until the 
liberation of our land from the Zionist 
occupation." 


Israeli Information Minister Aharon 


Yariv said the early morning attack 
proved that talk by Palestine Liberation 
Organization chleftan Yasser Arafat be- 
fore tho U.N. General Assembly last 
week was "nothing but a blood dagger 
pointed at the heart of Israel;' 


In Beirut, Abu lyad, number two man 


to Arafat in the leadership of AI Fatah 
guerrilla movement, admitted Tuesday 
that his men had planned to assassinate 
King Hussein of Jordan during the recent 
Arab summit conference in Rabat, Mo- 
rocco. 


Reports in Rabat said Moroccan offi- 


cials had frustrated a plot to kill Hussein 
with the arrests of at least 14 members 
of AI Fatah, the powerful guerrilla or- 
ganization headed by Arafat, who also is 
chairman of the FLO. 


lyad said two attempts were made 


and vowed Palestinian guerrillas would 
make further attempts on the life of the 
Jordanian monarch. He said the Fatah 
movement is committed to killing Hus- 
sein and overthrowing the Jordanian re- 
gime.

Chrysler to shut all but one plant

Chrysler Corp. Tuesday announced 


plans to shut all but one of its six U.S. 
auto assembly plants from the day be- 
fore Thanksgiving to Jan. 6, slashing an 
additional 43,900 workers from its pay- 
rolls. . 


Tho drastic cutback to trim 50,000 cars 


from its production schedules will bring 
the No. 3 automaker's number of work- 
ers idled temporarily or indefinitely to 
70,500 hourly workers in December. The 
company employs 110,000 hourly work- 
ers. 


Among plants to be closed is the Belvi- 


dere, 111., facility which normally em- 
ploys 5,500 workers. A spokesman of the 
United Auto Workers Union in Chicago 
said 600 of the employes would be on in- 
definite layoff and would not resume 
work on Jon. 6. 


In the wake of the Belvidere closure 


plans, UAW Region 4 Director Robert 
Johnston called on Illinois Senate leaders 
from both parties "to Increase unemploy- 
ment compensation weekly payments by 
30 per cent in the present session of the 
legislature." A measure calling for a 
smaller increase already has passed in 
the Illinois House. 


Other Chrysler plants to be closed are 


in Newark, Del., and the Hamtramck, 
Jefferson Avenue and Lynch Road plants 
in the Detroit area. 


The only assembly plant that will oper- 


ate normally is the St. Louis facility 
which builds Fury, Coronet, Valiant and 


Dart models. However, on Jan. 2, it will 
switch from a two-shift operation to one 
shift 


With just one plant operating in the 


United States, Chrysler will build about 
15,000 cars during December, the com- 
pany said the 50,000-car cut was neces- 
sary because of a record 120-day supply 
of unsold cars — enough to last more 
than four months at current selling rates. 


Chrysler said its five truck assembly 


plants as well as the Windsor, Ont., car 
assembly plant that builds the new per- 
sonal luxury models Chrysler Cordoba 
and Charger Special Edition, will operate 
normally through the end of the year. 


The new layoffs, with still more ex- 


pected from General Motors and Ford, 
mean nearly 150,000 U S. auto workers — 
almost one-fourth of the industry's total 
labor force — will be idle in the month 
before Christmas because of record in- 
ventories of unsold cars.

Possible snags that could extend the 


nationwide coal strike into December 
were reported as the United Mine Work- 
ers bargaining council prepared to re- 
sume deliberations on the new contract 
Wednesday morning. Without giving any 
particulars, union sources said they ex- 


pected the council to recommend sending 
some provisions of the contract back to 
negotiators for revision before the pact is 
submitted to the UMW membership for 
ratification.

Mansfield predicted an "economic dis- 
aster" rivaling the Great Depression un- 
less the federal government forges a new 
era of cooperation. 


• The Agriculture Department's Sugar 


Division said retail sugar prices will be- 
gin dropping next year and may even- 
tually fall to 20 cents a pound as a result 
of decreased domestic demand and in- 
creased production in 1975. 


House Ways and Means votes tax break 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Ways and Means Committee voted Tues- 
day to end the oil depletion allowance on 
Jan. 1 and to give a small tax break to 
most low and moderate income Ameri- 
cans by increasing the standard deduc- 
tion. 


Completing a scaled-down tax bill after 


more than nine months of work, the com- 
mittee cracked down harder than ex- 
pected on oil profits in actions that will 
cost oil companies an estimated $3.2 bil- 
lion in 1975. 


The Increase in both the minimum and 


maximum standard deduction will mean 
average yearly tax breaks of $53 to $55 
for taxpayers earning less than $15,000 
per year, with slightly larger breaks 
coming at the.lower end of the scale. A 
smaller number earning more than 
$15,000 per year who use the standard 
deduction also would benefit 


Committee Chairman Wilbur Mills, 


D-Ark., said he hoped to get the bill to 
the House floor on Dec. 4 or 5. It would 
then go to the Senate where a fillibuster 
is a good possibility unless the oil tax 
provisions are changed. 


Here are two major provisions. 
Oil taxes — the 22 per cent oil deple- 


tion allowance would be lowered to IS 
per cent retroactive to last Jon. 1, and 
would be ended entirely Jan. 1,1975. 


Personal Income taxes — the standard 


deduction which can be taken in lieu of 
itemizing, would be increased from 15 
per cent to 16 per cent of income begin- 
ning with the tax year 1975. The mini- 
mum deduction would go from $1,300 to 
$1,600 for single taxpayers and $1,900 for 
joint returns. The maximum deduction 
would increase from $2,000 to $2,300. 


Ford: U. S. and Japan 
\ 
partners in peace, trade 


TOKYO (UPI) - 
President Ford 


pledged last night that the United States 
would not only remain "a trustworthy 
ally" of Japan but also a reliable trading 
partner. 


Ford said in a prepared speech for a 


luncheon of the Japan Press Club that 
"just as we work together to maintain 
today's peace, we can work together to 
solve tomorrow's problems." 


The President, in his last full day in 


Tokyo before departing for a trip to the 
old capital of Kyoto, spoke at the Impe- 
rial Hotel in the heart of Tokyo. He liken- 
ed his speech to an American State of 
the Union address. 


Ford told the gathering that American 


Congressional leaders of both parties 
"have asked me to tell you of the high 
value that all Americans attach to our 
partnership with Japan." 


"We intend not only to remain a 


trustworthy ally," he said, "but a re- 
liable trading partner. Wo will continue 
to be suppliers of the goods you need. If 
shortages occur, we will take special ac- 
count of the needs of our trading part- 
ners." 


Ford addressed the Japanese press 


corps after holding his second meeting in 


as many days with Prime Minister 
Kakuel Tanaka at the Gelhinkan, Ja- 
pan's official guest house and Ford's 
residence during his stay here. 


Ford's schedule included attendance 


Wednesday afternoon at a jierformance 
by judo and kendo stars at'the Sports 
Palace In Tokyo, and an evering banquet 
honoring Emperor Hlrohito. 


The 73-year-old Hlrohito, in an un- 


precedented statement Monday night, 
called World War II "regrettable" and 
thanked the United States for its postwar 
help In rebuilding Japan. The remark 
was made at a banquet honoring Ford at 
the Imperial Palace. 


In his press club speech on Wednesday, 


Ford declared Americans were proud of 
the way they worked with the Japanese 
during the postwar period. 


"We have had some disagreements," 


he seid, "but we have remained friends 
and partners." 


"Americans and Japanese know the 


value of peace," Ford said. "We want to 
devote our resources and ourselves to re- 
building things, not tearing them down. 
We do not want to send our sons into 
battle again."

Bush was convicted Oct 11 after a sec- 


ond trial of a scheme to defraud the dty 
by concealing his interest in the Den Air- 
port Advertising Agency, a firm doing 


business with the city. He is the second 
Daley associate hi as many days to be 
sent to prison. On Monday, former Aid. 
Thomas E. Keane was sentenced to five 
years in prison and fined $27,000 and 
court costs on federal convictions of moll 
fraud and conspiracy. 
. Joseph P. Scimone, 60, former superin- 
tendent of streets and alleys in suburban 
Elmwood Park, was sentenced to three 
years in prison Tuesday on charges of 
extortion, obstruction of justice and mall 
fraud. He pleaded guilty Oct 1 to the 
charges of extorting $20,000 from the 
owner of a tree trimming service in ex- 
change for receiving village contracts. 


Scimone also was accused of threat- 


ening the tree firm owner shortly before

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Judge delays release of wheel-tax funds to county 


Cook County won't be able to spend the 


11.7 million In wheel tax funds It has In 
the bank for it least another 90 days. 


A Circuit Court judge delayed relcas- 


Ing the funds to the county Tuesday to 
allow unincorporated area homeowners 
to file a new lawsuit against the vehicle 
sticker tax. 


Judge Thomas C. Donovan refused to 


allow attorneys for the Prospect Heights 
Home Improvement Assn. and for associ- 
ation president Jack GllUgan to amend a 
1972 lawsuit that challenged the wheel 
tax. 


But Donovan continued an injunction 


that bars release of the funds to the 
county. 


THE U. 8. SUPREME Court has up- 


held on Illinois Supreme Court ruling of 
the legality of .the county's ordinance. 
The wheel tax law requires vehicle own-,, 
crs who live outside municipal bound* 
arles In Cook County to buy the county 
vehicle stickers. 


The new lawsuit will seek to have $1.7 


million refunded to vehicle owners who 
bought county stickers In 1972,1S73 and 
1974 while court tests of the ordinance 


were under way. 


The county's failure to collect the tax 


from all unincorporated area vehicle 
owners discriminated against persons 
who paid the tax, attorneys for the PHIA 
said last week In their attempt to amend 
he 1972 lawsuit 
In the new suit the organization "Is 


saying the ordinance may be con- 
stitutional, but the collection was not," 
PHIA Atty. Donald Kreger said. 


IN RULING THAT the unincorporated 


homeowners must file a new lawsuit in- 
stead oi amending the 1972 challenge to 


the ordinance, Donovan said he didn't 
know of any authority to change a case 
which has been decided by the Illinois 
Supreme Court 


"But I will withhold disbursing the 


funds" for the filing of a new suit, Dono- 
van said.'The Judge heads the Circuit 
Court's Tax Division. 


Asked if the homeowners will go ahead 


and file the suit now that the injunction 
has been continued, Kreger said, "Oh, 
you bet." 


Kreger and attorney Don Karlton told 


Donovan that "new facts which we we- 


ren't aware of showed that nonenforce- 
ment of the tax ordinance in 1972 and 
1973 by the county was "uncon- 
stitutional." "The sheriff and the county 
as a matter of policy refused to enforce 
the ordinance," but accepted vehicle sti- 
cker funds from "volunteer" car owners, 
the attorney said. 


IN RESPONSE TO A question from 


Assistant State's Atty. Henry Hauser, 
Kreger said the residents had not chal- 
lenged enforcement of the ordinance in 
1972 because it was only after the tax 
was-ruled unconstitutional that Sheriff 


Richard Elrod issued a "policy state- 
ment" barring enforcement 


The money has been earmarked by 


County Board Pres. George Dunne to 
help pay for the new Sheriffs Police 
headquarters under construction in May- 
wood. But if the new lawsuit filed by the 
unincorporated area vehicle owners is 
successful the county will have to turn to 
other sources for financing the building. 


The suit apparently would have no ef- 


fect on county enforcement of the wheel 
tax ordinance in 1975.

Murphy, an Arlington Heights school 


psychologist also stated In the tetter ho 
would bo willing to detail his complaints 
to village trustees. 


Murphy Is a resident of the Mill Creek 


apartments, a Miller development 


IN HIS CHARGES against the Ismll 


firm, managers of the complex, Murphy 
said ho found carpeting In the bedroom 
of his apartment "Infested" with small 
pieces of broken glass. He said ho was 
unable to get results on the matter until 
about 3tt weeks after he moved In last 
August. 


Tho glass could not bo removed from 


the carpet and It was finally replaced, ho 
said. "Wo put throw rugs over the carpet 
and (Ho carpet people told us they 
couldn't get it out" He also said, "We 
wouldn't dare walk on It with our bare 
feet" 


Murphy said he was told the glass on 


the floor came from a window that was 
shattered by the heat of a fire in an up- 
stairs apartment 


Murphy said he also had made ar- 


rangements to sublet the apartment 
through an acquaintance to on out-of- 
town business executive, but said the 
managers would not agree unless they 
were able to "see him first." He said the 
management firm wanted six months 
rent In advance. 


DORIS THOMPSON, an Ismll man- 


ager, denied however the company was 
not responsive to Murphy's complaints. 


"It's been taken care of a long time 
ago," she said. "He (Murphy) moved in 
and the problem was solved very shortly 
afterward." 
. She also responded to Murphy's state- 
ment that the firm intended to be dis- 
criminatory saying, "that's not true at 
all. We have several black families in 
Mill Creek." Murphy said the reason Is- 
mll wanted to sec his sub-letter was to 
chelk his race. 


She mentioned that Bill Madlock, a 


Chicago Cubs baseball player lives in the 
complex. "I can't see how we would be 
discriminatory," said Mrs. Thompson. 


Connie Seals, executive director of the 


Illinois Commission on Human Relations 
said Tuesday she had no knowledge of 
Murphy's grievance, but said commis- 
sion personnel check out such complaints 
by contacting both parties Involved to de- 
termine If any laws have been violated. 


SHE SAID THE commission has no 


law enforcement authority but would re- 
port possible 
infractions to "other 


agencies that have enforcement power." 


A HUD spokesman sold his agency 


only investigates such complaints for de- 
velopments that are insured or rent-sub- 
sidized by HUD.

Result of price-fixing suit 
Schools to share 
in gypsum refund 


High School Dist 214 and Arlington 


Heights Dist 25 will share in a 1350,000 
refund to various Illinois school districts 
and local governments as the result of 
the settlement of 'a price-fbdng suit 
against manufacturers of gypsum wall- 
board and related products. 


Dist 214 will receive $1,027 and Dist 25 


will receive $1,045 from the first $145,000 
payment of the settlement 


The suit was filed by the Illinois Attor- 


ney General's office on behalf of the 
State of Illinois and other taxing bodies. 
The six companies that agreed to the set- 
tlement are United States Gypsum Co., 
Chicago; National Gypsum Co.; Kaiser 
Gypsum Co., Inc.; Fllntkote; Celetex 
Inc.; and Georgia Pacific Co. 


Illinois was the first state to file an 


anti-trust action against the six com- 
panies. 


111. Atty. Gen. William Scott filed the 


suit in 1968 in federal district court in 
California and charged the companies 
with price fixing on gypsum wall board, 
plaster and lath during 1966 and 1967. 


An Illinois special assistant attorney 


was named by the court to represent 35 
other states who had not filed their own 
suits against the companies. Total pay- 
ment to the 50 states will be about 10 per 
cent of the $67.5 million settlement which 
will also go to contractors, dealers'and • 
private builders.

The recent letter from Jim Kelly that 


appeared in the Fence Post of Oct. 23, 
regarding our park district planning and 
use of park land, needs a response, to 
correct his lack of information and In- 
accurate assumptions.''

Clark MoUenhoffs 'Watch on Washington' 


Richard Nixon's latest crisis: a possible tax suit 


by CLAIIK R. MOLLENIIOFK 


WASHINGTON - The Internal 


Revenue Service Is considering for- 
mal demands on Richard Nixon for 
more than $350,000 In back taxes and 
dvll fraud penalties for the yean 
1969 through 1973. 


The new demands are a result of 


new evidence that fraud was In- 
volved In the preparation of the for- 
mer president's federal Income tax 
returns In connection with tho back- 
dating of a deed for Nixon's vice- 
presidential papers which were given 
to the National Archives. Nixon 
c l a i m e d tax deductions totaling 
$378.000 on this gift 


Although the gift was disallowed 


by the Joint Committee on Internal 
Revenue Service Taxation and the 
IRS lost April, the firm evidence of 
fraud was not available until a few 
days ago when Edward L. Morgan 
entered a plea of guilty to a charge 
of criminal conspiracy to backdate 
tho deed and to conceal the fraud. 


Morgan, a former deputy counsel 


to President Nixon, entered the plea 
of guilty and has agreed to testify 
against his co-conspirators in the 
more than four-year conspiracy of 
concealment. 


Now that Morgan has admitted tho 


fraud and Is ready to Implicate un- 
named co-conspirators In the fraud, 
the civil fraud penalties can be as- 
sessed by IRS. 


The civil fraud penalties can be ap- 


• piled even though there may be no 
direct evidence that Nixon knew of 
the frauds which Morgan admits 
were perpetrated In connection with 
Nixon's tax returns.* 


Since the law requires that Nixon 


sign the returns as the taxpayer, he 
Is responsible for the accuracy on 
those returns and is likewise respon-. 
slbte for any civil frauds that may 
have been committed by Morgan or 
any other agents In the preparation 
for tho return. • 


According to Treasury Department 


sources, Nixon has not yet paid a 
deficiency of about $148,000 for 1969. 
This deficiency Is beyond the three- 
year statute of limitations which ap- 
plies unless fraud is Involved, and 
fraud had not been firmly estab- 
lished last April when Nixon started , 
to make his'settlement with the IRS 
on the basis of "negligence" penal-, 
ties of S per cent rather than "civil 
fraud" penalties of 50 per cent 


In addition to formalizing the de-

mand for the $148,000 for 1969, the 
IRS Is considering Imposing 50 per 
cent fraud penalties on tax defi- 
ciencies of about $440,000 for the 
years 1969 through 1972. These penal- 
ties would total approximately 
$220,000. 


These payments are in addition to 


the amounts Nixon has paid since 
last April In taxes, interest and negli- 
gence -penalties for .the years 1970, 
1971 and 1972. 


President Ford's full and uncon- 


ditional pardon relieves the former 
president from any 'criminal liabi- 
lities in connection with the filing of 
fraudulent federal income tax re- 
turns during the period he was in of- 
fice, but it does not relieve him of 
the responsibility to pay civil fraud 
penalties. 


Once the IRS makes a formal judg- 


, ment that Nixon has the obligation to 
pay taxes for 1969 as well as the dvil 
fraud penalties on the basis of admis- 
sions of fraud by Morgan, Nixon and 
his lawyers-will be faced with a di- 
lemma. 


If he decides to contest the claims 


of back taxes and civil fraud penal- 
ties, he must make affidavits or give 
depositions, or otherwise testify-un- 


der oath that he had no knowledge of 
the frauds committed by Morgan and 
other co-conspirators. 


If he testifies Inaccurately under 


oath, the former president will be 
risking prosecution for perjury or 
giving false information to IRS 
agents, which would not be covered 
by the pardon covering only the peri- 
od up to Aug. 9,1974. 


If he chooses not to take that risk, 


Nixon will undoubtedly have to sell 
his Key Biscayne home or his San 
Clemente home. At the time he paid 
his tax bill last June, a White House 
spokesman said that it almost wiped 
out Nixon's personal savings and In- 
.dlcated that It had required that the 
former president obtain a loan. 


The plea of guilty by-Morgan, the 


36-year-old former White House law- 
yer, has created a whole new crisis 
for the crisis-prone former president 
and for many 'of those who were in- 
volved In the pattern of false state- 
ments and misrepresentations that 
constituted the Nixon White House 
defense against federal tax fraud. 


Morgan, according to the informa- 


tion filed in district court, says his 
unnamed fellow conspirators "well 
knew" the Nixon vice-presidential 
papers were not given to the ar- 


chives until April, 1970, and engaged 
in a backdating of the deed to make 
it appear that the gift had taken 
place in April, 1969 — prior to the 
July, 1969, deadline permitting such 
deductions. 


Others Identified in Senate and 


House hearings and report1; as hav- 
ing taken an active part In the ques- 
tionable transactions around the now 
admittedly fraudulent deed were 
Frank Do Marco Jr., a California 
lawyer who prepared the deed for 
Morgan's signature, and appraiser 
Ralph Newman, who had made state- 
ments to various 
congressional 


sources and the FBI placing his ap- 
praisal of the Nixon papers in April, 
1969, rather than in October and No- 
vember, 1969. 


Special prosecutor Henry S. Ruth 


Jr. has not indicated.whether he in- 
tends to use Morgan's testimony in 
connection with prosecution of others 
for criminal fraud or whether he will 
use it only In connection with the civ- 
il tax frauds Involving Nixon's taxes. 


In either case, it creates a new 


crisis for Nixon that could extend far 
beyond United States District Judge 
John Sirica's court.

A spokesman for Young's office said his figures, taken from

William Swindell, Young's spokesman, said the Congress- 


man's staff was rechecking its figures, but that a petition will 
be filed with County Clerk Stanley T. Kusper Jr. today, ask- 
ing a "discovery recount." 


THE CANVASS SHOWED Mikva with 84,057 votes to 


Young's 80,597, a margin of barely over 51 per cent for Mlkva 
In their rematch. 


In 1972, Young gathered 120,681 votes, or 52 per cent, to 


Mlkva's 113,222. 


The reduced totals reflected what was believed to be the

The only Republican winner was Coun- 


ty Comr. Charles Grupp, probably the 
most familiar name on the judicial bal- 
lot. He outdistanced Democrat Earl Ar- 
klss 236,987 votes to 245,503 for a seat on 
the Circuit Court. 


For the first time in Cook County since

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Bad tax-law enforcement 
draining state: report 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Illinois Is 


losing money through poor enforce- 
ment of its income lax laws, accord- 
ing to a report by the state auditor 
general. 


The losses arc being caused partly 


by a condition of near "Internecine 
warfare" within the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Revenue, the report says. 


The report, signed by Auditor Gen- 


eral Robert G. Cronson, Is highly 
critical of the department's adminis- 
tration of the Income tax law, imply- 
ing itrongly that the state Is losing 
money which it should be collecting. 


Revenue Director Robert Allphln 


said the report was prepared at his 
request and (hat his department al- 
ready Is moving to correct the prob- 
lems It outlines. 


AU'IIIN SAID ho generally recog- 


nized the department's deficiencies 
when ho took office in mid-1973 but 
was restrained by budget consid- 
erations from improving all areas si- 
multaneously. 


Cronson's report singled out three 


major problems of administration of 
the income tax law. 


The first, he said, is that the de- 


partment devotes for more of Its ef- 
fort to Inforcement of the sales tax 
laws than to the income tax, despite 
the fact the Income tax produces 
more revenue. 


Quoting from an independent audit 


performed by the firm of Ernst and 
Ernst, Cronson said, "There has 
been on apparent lack of com- 
prehensive planning and training to 
gain the necessary expertise regard- 
Ing the laws, systems, legal deci- 
sions, reporting requirements, audit 
procedures, etc., relating to the state 
income tax. 


"This la a deficiency of the utmost 


seriousness," Cronson said. "It 
should be corrected at once." 


THE SECOND 
PROBLEM, 
he 


said, is that while the "tax process- 
Ing group" and the "enforcement 
group" within the department "may 


not actually be engaged in Inter- 
necine warfare . . . their relation- 
ship, at best, falls far short of a har- 
monious and cooperative working 
relationship." 


Quoting from the audit, Cronson 


said, "Each group continually refers 
to the other as 'they' as opposed to 
'we' as Jf to denote that the groups 
really aren't Integrated and working 
In the same department with the 
same over-all objectives*." 


"It is essential," Cronson said, 


"That these two groups be brought 
together and made to operate ef- 
ficiently as a team If state revenue 
collections are to be maximized." 


The third "basic and serious defi- 


ciency," Cronson said, may be the 
cause of the other two. 


"It would appear from the report 


that top management of the depart- 
ment has not yet taken effective 
steps to define enforcement priorities 
or to coordinate activities of the two 
groups," Cronson said. 


'Still-building school districts most hurt 
Inflation muscling into classrooms?

attempt to "stay even" with rising costs. 


Dan Suffoleto, Arlington Heights Dist 25 business manager, 


hopes to save 15 to 20 per cent by buying 1975-76 school year 
supplies now, instead of waiting for May, the traditional time. 


"We're getting off that cycle," said Suffoleto. "We hope to 


get in when the manufacturers are down in business and that 
will mean a better price," he said. 


Suffoleto said that such practices do not mean drastic 


amounts of savings, since the supply budget makes up only a 
small part of the district's total budget, "But if I can save 
$5,000, that's $5,000 we didn't have before." 


WHILE SCHOOL districts have been able to trim costs in 


some areas, major parts of the budget are going up, and 
nothing can be done about it. 


Teacher salaries make up a huge portion of district budgets 


and average Increases in teacher pay has gone up about 12 
per cent in the area this year. 


Textbooks are another expense that keep going up. 
Inflation has turned the role of the business manager into a 


position resembling a riverboat gambler, several of them say. 
They buy huge quantities of one item to get a good price, 
while supplies of other items are allowed to run dangerously 
low until a good price can be found. And the "gamblers" do 
not always gamble correctly. 


"The odds are 50-50 you'll make a good decision," Lapicola 


said. 
, 


BUSINESS MANAGERS agree that they are "coping" now, 


but do not like to think about the future. 


"We're coping here, but Inflation is at our heels," said 


Lapicola. "Right now, taxes and state aid are helping us keep 


up, but if the pace continues at its present 10 to 15 per cent 
rate it's going to catch us and hurt us." 


"Also, we could be reducing local taxes at a much faster 


rate than we are now if It wasn't for Inflation," Lapicola said. 
•"It's not to critical a point yet, but we have more accounts 
in the red than"usual," said James Hendren, business man- 
ager for Prospect Heights Disk 23. 


BY "DEALING WITH it," school districts have apparently 


kept the crunch of inflation out-of the classroom, although no 
one knows for how long it can go on. If cuts come, they will 
come in non-instructional areas first meaning less equipment 
and less supplies. 


"The kids probably don't feel it, but the teachers do," said 


Suffoleto. "Home economics teachers feel it through the price 
of food, industrial arts teachers feel it through the price of 
lumber and so on." 


For all the obvious disadvantages inflation has had on 


school districts, it's also helped in some instances. 


"The crunch has made us more aware of how to use things 


better," said Lapicola. "It's making us wiser." 


"We're buying less, but more prudently," said Robert We- 


ber, assistant superintendent for business services at High 
School Dist 214. 


MEANWHILE. THE districts plan to continue their efforts 


and hope things eventually will return to a lower inflation rate 
and to a market where deliveries can be expected and on 
time. 


Lapicola said he also looks forward to the day when he can 


tell a salesman who tells him to "take it or leave it," just 
where he can leave it. 


"Now you just have to smile and say 'that's wonderful.'"

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Weather shifts, law grain 
reserves could cause famine 


LONDON - With tho world's food 


grain reserves virtually at zero, United 
Nations Food and Agriculture Organize* 
tlon officials are nervously pondering the 
Implications of a Uttle-pubUclicd long- 
term weather study recently completed 
by Japan's Meteorological Agency. 


Tho report warns that a pattern of ma- 


jor deviations from weather norms 
around tho world that began In the early 
1960s and has caused increasing dis- 
ruption of food production shows no sign 
of abating for the rest of this decade. 
Thus o combination of bad 1975 harvests 
and empty storage silos could cause 
mass starvation. 


Tho Japanese study says the trend be- 


gan in 1063 when Europe and the north- 
eastern United States were hit by a very 
cold winter, while the Kamchatka Penin- 
sula basked in temperatures 22 degrees 
F. higher than usual. That summer Paris 
shivered In Its lowest temperatures for 90 
years. There followed: 


• l»M: Drought In eastern North 


America, floods In Italy. 


• 1963: Severe drought In India, dis- 


astrous rains and floods. 


• ISM: Record-breaking cold wave 


over Europe from Moscow to Madrid; 
snow In Moscow in August for tho first 
time In 60 years; severe drought in In- 
donesia. 


• 1087: Devastating floods In Rio do 


Janeiro in February and March; heavy 
rains and floods In Alaska In August. 


• 1968: Droughts In Brazil and Korea. 
• 1969: Heavy rains and floods in Cali- 


fornia In January; drought in •Brazil in 
March; major autumn floods In Tunisia. 


• 1970: Unprecedented floods In Ro- 


mania and tho Ukraine in May; rainfall 
of 10.9 Inches in one day in Arizona in 
September, heaviest ever. 


• 1971: Floods in southeast Australia 


in January; coldest weather In a century 
hits Europe In March; drought in Kenya 
in November. 


• 1972: Drought In the Soviet Union, 


India, China, Southeast Asia and Austra- 
lia; unusual changes in sea currents off 
Peru and Portugal. 


• 1973: Japan has second abnormally 


warm winter; snow thaws in Russia at 
New Year and strips winter wheat of 
snow cover, ruining later harvest; fam- 
ines in West Africa and India. 


• 1974: Floods In Bangladesh for sec- 


ond straight year; disastrous heat wave 
strikes United States com and other 
grain crops; North Atlantic water 3 de- 
grees colder than normal; spring 
drought in Britain. 


The Japanese survey says the warm- 


Ing trend in the northern part of the 
Northern Hemisphere began to reverse 
In the 1940s, and statistical data show no 
halt in the trend to a colder air mass in 
the Arctic. 


Whatever the explanation, if extreme

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SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — One of two 


•late lawmakers accused of pocketing 
nearly $8,000 In'state funds In an ex- 
pense-account kickback scheme said he 
hired a young black man to probe 
campus turmoil. 


State R e p . Webber Borchcra, 


R-Dccatur, said he used his share of the 
money — at least $1,200, according to the 
federal Indictment — to pay the man to 


look into "anti-radical activity" at a half-, 
dozen state universities In . the early 
1970's. 


Tho IB-count Indictment against Bor- 


chcrs and former Rep. Christian H. 
Homcicf III of Springfield, also a Re- 
publican, charges they paid legislative 
expense money to two of Homeler's trav- 
el agency workers who then handed the 
money back to them. 


State public aid unit sees 
ivelfare topping $1.5 million 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The Illinois 


Dept. of Public Aid will need at feast 
$133 J million more this fiscal year than 
it earlier estimated, director James 
Tralnor fays. 


That extra money would push the total 


of state welfare grants for fiscal 1975 to 
more than $1.5 billion — a record. 


Tralnor, In a statement to the Legisla- 


tive Advisory Committee on Public As- 
sistance, asked the legislature approve 
an additional $3.3 million for his depart- 
ment during the fall session. 


The $3.3 million, Tralnor said, would 


enable the department to give 5 per cent 
"cost-oMlvlns" grants to all welfare 
recipients. The legislature voted last 
spring to give all welfare recipients a 10 
per cent increase in benefits. Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker then cut the amount appro- 
priated for grants, saying the state could 
afford only 5 per cent. 


THE WAY THAT appropriations bill 


was wotded, however, (he department 
was unable to grant even 5 per cent 
hikes to persons covered under programs 
for the aged, blind and "disabled. As a 
result, those recipients and their grants 
Increased by $1.16 per month rather than' 
$8.04, which a 5 per cent Increase would 
bring. 


Trnlnor said that even with a 5 per 


cent Increase, the department will have 
to nsk the legislature for an additional 
$130 million next spring to pay its bills 
for the current fiscal year. 


IF THE HOUSE follows the lead taken 


by the Senate and overrides Walker's 
veto of the 10 per cent Increase, another 
$315 million would be tacked onto the 
deficiency request, bringing it to at least 
$164,5 million at current caseload levels. 


And even that figure could rise, he 


said, depending on what happens at tho" 
federal level, the amount of unemploy- 
ment experienced In the state and how 
fast medical costs climb. 


BOUCHERS. CONSIDERED on eccen- 


tric by his colleagues, said he thinks 
what he did was right and sold he would 
do it again. 


"This young black man came to me in 


1969 and said I was the only legislator 
speaking out against all this hell-raising 
on campus. He said he wanted to work 
for me, tell me what's going on," Bor- 
chers rsald. 


"So I took him up on It, I looked at my 


expenses and decided I had. $1,500 for 
anti-radical. activity, which I paid bun 
through Homeler's secretary," Borchers 
sold. 


Borchers said he used Homeler's sec- 


retary because his own had just quit. He 
also sold he sees nothing wrong with us- 
ing office expense money to combat 


campus radicals. "I'd do it all over 
again," he said. 


BORCHERS SAID Internal Revenue 


Service agents began poring over his fi- 
nancial records in April. He has tried 
ever since to contact the man to vouch 
for him, but so for has failed. ' 


"I'm not surprised I can't locate him," 


Borchers said. "Soon after I met him I 
suspected he wasn't using his real name 
because he wouldn't give me his Social 
Security number." 


Because his Informant wouldn't pro- 


duce a Social Security number, said Bor- 
chers, ho tunneled the payment through 
the Homeler secretary "so federal in- 
come tax would be paid." Of the $1,650 
he got, • Borchers gave the informant 
$1,100 and the secretary $550 to pay fed- 
eral taxes.

"That's one of the ways we're 


keeping costs just as low as we can." 


Dick Cosaro is chief project 


engineer at our Zion nuclear station. 


"When you have a project this big, 


your budget has to have some give 
and take. But you do have a set of 
standards to go by. When we build 
a power station, we measure the cost 
or labor in terms of man-hours per" 
kilowatt of capacity. The typical ' 
figure for a big nuclear generating 
station is over 8 man-hoursper 
kilowatt. But the'figure at Zion was 
only 5.2. That comes out to a saying 
of over 100 million dollars. • 


"People ask me how we did this. 
"Well,'for one thing, it wasn't by 


cutting corners. Partof the" answer, 
of course, came from good engi- 
neering arid smart" planning, from 
using standardized procedures and 
pre-built modules when we could. 


"But there were no technological 


breakthroughs, there were no 
-miracles. The real secret was just • 
plain hard work. Just a lot of people 
doing the best they can to get 
the job done. 


"For example, the project's 


engineers put in a lot of extra hours 
in order to stay ahead of our con- 
struction crews. Now, nobody likes 
to put in long hours that could be ' 
spent at home with their families— 
but when the alternative is a 


construction delay that can cost you 
as much as $100,000 per day, you 
do what you have to. 


"We must have done it right, 


because we saved over 7 million ' 
man-hours on this job, based on the 
average for comparable plants. 


"It took over five years and at 


times as many as 1,850 dedicated 
construction workers, technicians 
and supervisors to complete this 
job. Five years. That's a pretty 
fair chunk of a man's life. 


"But with so many construction 


jobs coming in at record high prices 
these days, well, it sure feels good 
to bring in a big project the way 
we brought in Zion."

All brought Groucho's trademark cigar 
that ranged from Tiparillo to Long Green 
Poles. 


The first to do his bit was 8-year-old

'Feeling Good' medical show no bitter pill to take

NEW YORK — With a touch of satire, a pinch of song and a 


dash of dance, "Feeling Good," a variety magazine about 
better health care for adults, debuts tonight on the 250 sta- 
tions' of the Public Broadcasting Service. 


This medical show isn't a bitter pill to swallow. It won't 


frighten you or blast you with statistics or pour cheap drama 
down your throat.. 


Nevertheless, its pleasant bedside manner brings you the 


• message — you better start taking care of yourself before It's 
too late. 


THE FIRST program in the 26-part series concerns pre- 


natal care, mental health and nutrition. Each subject is 
treated in a light and entertaining manner. Thus, viewers 
learn about mental health through a documentary; malnutri- 
tion and overeating is discussed in satire, and baby care is 
suggested in song. 


The primary audience is young parents who will exert their 


influence on'their children. The over-all theme is that better 
health care starts with you, and your conscious decision to do 
something about it 


This first show is a visual delight, and the writing and 


directing are fast-paced and solid. "Feeling Good" doesn't 
preach at you, but it will make you think about yourself, and 
maybe that's the first step toward better health. 


The Children's Television Workshop should be saluted for 


its production. After this program, CTW might want to call 
itself the Adult Television Workshop. 


THE FORMAT FOR the first show, like the other 23 one- 


hour shows, involves a variety store in a shopping center 
known as "Mac's Place." The owner, Mac, is played by Rex 
Everhart, and the flve other regulars are Ethel Shutta, Pris- 
cilla Lopez, Ben Slack, Marjorie Barnes and Joe Morton. 
They resemble Miss, Mr. and Mrs. American, and the theme 
of health care is subtly woven into their daily lives. 


In a separate segment of the show, comedian Bill Cosby 


will do a monologue each week. Others similarly featured are 
singers Johnny Cash, B. B. King and Helen Rcddy. 


During the rest of the series "Feeling Good" will discuss 


cancer, heart disease, alcoholism and hypertension.

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Whether in the field or the home 
Golden retrievers unleash ability

Forget the line about dog being man's 


best friend. 


To the hunter — be it waterfowl, rab- 


bit, pheasant or other upland game — 
the dog is man's only friend. Hunting 
birds without a canine Is like trying to 
pan for gold in Salt Creek. 


Some shooters try to rationalize the 


expense of housing and feeding an ani- 
mal for maybe only a couple weeks 
worth of actual hunting. 


If that's the attitude, it might be best 


to pan for gold in the form of a golden 
retriever. 


Ray Arling of 2414 N. Windsor Dr. In 


Arlington Heights swears by the versa- 
tile breed. An authority on the golden- 
coated pooch that was originally Im- 
ported from England, Arllng has become 
involved in virtually every facet of the 
breed during 25 years of owning, train- 
ing, breeding, showing and hunting. 


"Golden* accomplish the dual purpose 


of providing an excellent and intelligent 
hunting dog and a family pet with a 
great deal of character and the kindest 
disposition," said the investor consultant 
and broker associate for C. Ncal Realty. 
• The owner of a golden retriever need 
not be disillusioned by astronomical 
training fees. Even Arllng encourages 
On dog's master to adopt a do-lt-yoursclf 
policy. 
_ "These dogs arc so attentive and ro- 
eptlve to training that even an amateur

can teach him everything the dog needs 
to know. 


"We start our dogs at about four 


weeks," Arllng said. "In fact, as soon as 
they open their eyes, they'll gladly re- 
trieve anything you toss and they learn 
to love the water. 


"I guess it's partly hereditary and 


partly Instinct. At this young stage, we'll 
introduce them to pigeon, pheasant and 
duck wings. They relish playing with 
them." 


In two months, Arllng begins semi-for- 


mal training procedures. 


"We'll take a sock, fill it with rags and 


spray It with any number of bird scents. 
Other objects we may use are cork-filled 
dummies or the soft bumpers they use 
for docking boats." 


As obedience training expands, the 


dog becomes acquainted with vocal com- 
mands and a whistle. "By now, we begin 
testing his memory by releasing more 
than one simulated bird," Arllg said. 


Further development consists of plant- 


Ing a bird In a field without the dog's 


knowledge and then asking him to re- 
trieve it by the use of hand Signals. 


"We'll first send him in the general 


direction by pointing his head in a 
straight line to the target," he explained. 
"When we release him, he'll either keep 
going until he picks up a scent or he'll 
turn around and look for another signal. 
By waving our hand cither to the left or 
right, hell follow directions." 


Goldens are also a necessity around 


water. Their near water-tight undercoat 
enables them to endure the shock of 
plunging into a sometimes frigid bath for 
a downed waterfowl. 


Obviously, the dogs are Invaluable in a 


duck blind. 


"Sometimes all you have to do is 


watch their eyes," Arllng said. "They'll 
tell you if there are ducks In the area. 
Their warning in the field for pheasant, 
for example, Is their tall. Normally, It 
wags from sldc-to-sidc, but when they 
get ready to flush a bird, their tail is 
going crazy." 


While Arllng's association with golden 


retrievers Includes working with three 
champions, he readily admits that there 
are exceptions at the other end of the 
scale, too. 


"You'll run across the dog that is gun- 


shy or refuses to work for you, but 
they're rare," he said. "I've seen people. 
take their young dog out for the first 
time and start shooting over them. Who 
wouldn't be scared?" 


Arllng recommends the use of .22 cali- 


ber blanks at a distance, initially. The 
use of heavier ammunition at closer 
ranges should be introduced gradually. 


"The dog's breeding is perhaps the 


best measuring stick of how he will de- 
velop. If the dog has a sound back- 
ground, there should be no trouble in 
training procedures if executed properly. 
Some dogs have stronger water qualities 
while others are exceptional in marking 
(finding birds) ability. 


These dogs do not respond to corporal 


punishment or severe corrective mea- 
sures as a means of Instilling obedience, 
desire or work habits. They react by the 
tone of your voice. 


"Often simple encouragement, either 


vocally or by clapping the hands, is all 
the prlase they need. Their reward is 
pleasing you." 


Potential golden retriever owners can 


expect to pay in the vicinity of $150 to 
$200 from a breeder who will already be 
aware of the dog's temperament, quali- 
fications and physical characteristics. 


Arllng recommends that the buyer 


make every effort to see the pup's moth- 
er and father before adding to die house- 
hold. A visit to one of the numerous obe- 
dience and field trial clubs in the area is 
also strongly suggested. 


After that, it's up to the new owner to 


mold the dog's life. A good bird dog "is a 
premium, especially this year with the 
pheasant reproduction numbers almost 
half what they were last year.

Choosing the proper dog iood 


The abundance of dog foods on super- 


market shelves makes It difficult to 
choose the proper dog food unless a dog 
owner takes a few moments to read the 
label. 


By reading the labels, the owner can 


determine if a food Is intended to supply 
the dog with a complete, balanced diet, If 
It is Intended to be mixed with a com- 
plete food, If It should be fed occasionally 
as a supplement or if It should be fed as 
a treat or reward. 


With the nutritional guidelines estab- 


lished by the National Academy of Sci- 
ences-National Research Council, dog 
food manufacturers know that every dog 
needs certain proteins, fats, carbohy- 
drates, vitamins and minerals. These 
elements are also required In proper ra- 
tio to maintain a balanced diet. 


Before a dog food can be marketed and 


advertised as "complete and balanced," 
the manufacturer must prove that the 
food meets the accepted guidelines estab- 
lished by the Association of American 
Feed Control officials and the National 
Research Council. 


Time to pick • puppy — 


Two basic errors should be avoided 


when adding a puppy to the family circle 
during the holiday season. The first error 
— making the purchase a spur-of-the-mo- 
ment event — can be avoided with 
thought, planning and some* family dis- 
cussions taking place beforehand. 


Many questions must be resolved be- 


fore actually purchasing a puppy. Where 
will be dog eat, sleep and play? When 
grown, will it be a large or small dog? 


Which family member will feed, train 
and care for it? 


Even after answering these questions 


satisfactorily and buying the puppy, 
there's still the possibility of committing 
thn second error — bringing the puppy 
into the home for the first time during 
the excitement of Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas or any other day which takes the 
family from its. normal routine. It's 
much wiser to introduce the pup a few 
days before or even after, when the 
household is much calmer.

Waterfowl hunting improves 
as major migrations begin 


Recent weather has generally been 


varhblc with cold fronts pushing birds 
farther down the Mississippi Flyway and 
substantial rains adding much-needed 
water in some areas. Mid-flyway regions 
nre experiencing good build-ups of mal- 
lards, according to The Wingwotcher, a 
migratory waterfowl report. 


ILLINOIS 


Water conditions arc much improved 


as a result of good rains. A major migra- 
tion into southern Illinois occurred Nov. 
3-4 and another movement into the state 
was noted Nov. 10-11. Surveys Nov. 5 tal- 
lied slightly over ono million ducks, ap- 
proximately half of which were mal- 
lards. About 244,000 coots were counted 
while Canada geese numbered 129,000 
and blue-snows, 2,500. 


WISCONSIN 


Weather has continued mild with occa- 


sional cold nights and some light rain in 
southern areas. Food is gone on many 
state areas and water levels arc low with 
many grass fires reported. 


Canada goose populations continue to 


decline statewide. Horlcon National Wild- 
life Refuge contains 05,000 Canadas and 
five other areas totalled 11,500. 


Large duck concentrations arc report- 


ed on the Mississippi River pools. The 
large numbers of divers in lower Green 
Bay reported two weeks ago have de- 
parted. Good numbers of scaup are pre- 
sent on Lake Winnebago and coots and 
widgeon arc numerous on Rush Lake. 


MINNESOTA 


A major cold-weather system Is pre- 


sently moving through the state. South- 
eastern portions of the state remain very 
dry with a major movement consisting 
principally of Canada geese, mallards 
and scaup reported In early November. 


Lac Qui Parlc had 35,000 Canada geese 


on Nov. 9. Counts on four other areas 
totalled 4,600. Duck populations generally 
are low. Agassiz National Wildlife Ref- 


uge has 15,000 mallards, 14,000 scaup and 
4,000 widgeon. 


MICHIGAN 


Migrations have resulted in a general 


build-up of diving ducks, with substantial 
increases in canvasbacks. Shlawassee 
National Wildlife Refuge has 15,000 Cana- 
da geese and 43,000 ducks. The Aliegan 
state game area has 12,000 Canada 
gecsc. 


Scaup numbering 41,700 were present 


on the lower Detroit River and Lake St. 
Clalr had 50,650 canvasbacks. Counts at 


the Fishpolnt State Game area totalled 
18,000 ducks and 3,500 geese of which 
half were blue-snows. 


IOWA 


Although surface water conditions re- 


main poor, food conditions are good. The 
first major mallard and diving duck mi- 
gration occurred Nov. 2-3. The first real 
build-up occurred after that time, but 
many ducks continued to move on 
through the statcin spite of mild weath- 
er and abundant food. Populations now 
include 144,000 blue-snow geese, 155,000 
mallards and 2,300 diving ducks.

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They cheated death with a prayer

Camped on a wilderness island in 


northern Manitoba, Dave Ruch and Mike 
Carroll hunted for their food pack and 
found it — in the clutches of a polar 
bear. 


Ruch, 20, and Carroll, 25. acmed to- 


Crthcr their belongings, took a quick 
snapshot of their uninvited guest and de- 
rnrtcd — leaving the food to the bear. 


The two Minneapolis outdoorsmen had 


completed all but the last 20 miles of a 
daring 500-mile canoe trip from western 
Manitoba to Hudson Bay. 


Houn later, their canoe capslied In 


fven-foot iteep rapids, pitching them 
Into the 40-degree watrr and numbing 
their bodlr* from the wain down. They 
rode out three more sets of rapldi, cling- 
Injt to the overturned canoe. 


They finally crawled onto dry land — 


at the edge of the arctic tundra. 


All they had left was a bag of raisins, 


a half pound of a high-protein soybean 


product, some instant milk, a battered 
canoe and their prayers. 


The 
recent expedition along the 


Churchill and Seal rivers seemed ill- 
fated from the start The'trip was in- 
spired by Greg Smith, 24, Minneapolis, 
who, with Ms brother, Lindsay, 21, com- 
pleted a two-canoe brigade. 
' 


The early autumn journey started 


about 100 miles north of the toy village 
of The Pas, the threshold of the sparsely 
populated Canadian wilderness visited 
by only five to 10 canoeing parties each 
jear. 


Within days, the weather turned foul 


Whitecaps raged on the river. There was 
talk of turning back. 


Then Lindsay developed « painful rash 


on his hands. He could no longer hold a 
paddle. The four reversed course end 
found refuge at a small co-op.- 


But Ruch and Carroll wouldn't quit ' 
They lashed their canoe onto a float 


plane and flow to the point they would 


have reached if all had gone well. 


A week later, Use polar bear came 


along while they slept and snow flurried 
about on one of hundreds of islands in 
the Seal River delta. Then the canoe cap- 
slied. 


"Yeah, that's the kind of thing you'can 


die from," Carroll said. "When your 
body temperature fluctuates more than 
five degrees, you're going to die. 


"The water was maybe 40 degrees. 


That's when we were in the most danger 
We were both going into shock. We bad 
slurred speech, we were having trouble 
thinking." 


They stayed under their space blanket 


made of material the astronauts use for 
a day — eating a handful of raisins, a 
cup of instant milk and a mouthful of the 
soy burger product 


Then they paddled their battered canoe 


the last 20 miles to the bay, where they 
hoped to turn south to the village of 
Churchill. 


Unexpectedly, the shore of the bay was 


lined with impassable tidal flats which 
made the waters too shallow for travel 
They decided to pitch camp on higher 
ground. 


Huch scratched in his daily journal, 


"Looks like we'll have to be rescued if 
we're going to get out of here. We set up 
camp and will try to pick berries and 
attract planes. We are expecting people 
to get anxious after 10 days and today 
was the 10th day. 


"God help us. We need him." 
They waited on the shore of Hudson 


Bay for five days, spreading their inter- 
national orange canoe spray cover for 
planes to see .during the day, reading 
their survival book and drinking a tot of 
water. 


They took turns standing on a large 


boulder near the bay, trying to spot a 
passing plane. 


And they prayed. 
On the fifth day, they cut down seven 


or eight tundrastunted trees and formed 
an arrow aimed at their campsite. 


"We did it for two reasons," Ruch 


said. "To attract the aircraft and to keep 
from sitting around. It seemed to us that 
one of the biggest dangers in a situation

Autumn, with its frosty nights and 


overcast days, has been with us for sev- 
eral weeks now. Tho peak of fall color 
has come and gone and the migratory 
waterfowl on their way south have been 
late in arriving this year. They ordinar- 
ily arrive about mld-Ocotbcr and stop for 
food and rest In the forest preserve 
lakes, ponds, and marshes. 


They are here now. 
Hundreds of mallards, pintails, teal 


and wood-ducks, hell-divers and coots, 
and herons of several kinds can be seen 
in the preserves, said George W. Dunne, 
president of the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict's board of Commissioners. 


The best place to go to see these birds 


in passage is in the Palos Hills forest 
preserves. Some of the best places for 
observation arc Longjohn Slough, at 95th 
St. and Willow Springs Rd. — or 
McGinnis Slough, where the Southwest 
Hwy. crosses U.S. 45 — or Sagonashkee 
Slough at 107th St. west of Willow 
Springs Rd. and the many other msall 
ponds and marshes found in the area — 
and don't forget your field glasses.

Cross-country skiing Is great exercise 


because it is essentially walking or run- 
ning on skis. Specially-waxed touring 
skis allow you to go up small hills almost 
as easy as you ski down them. 


Beginners learn quickly and can enjoy 


the scenery nt their own speed. The 
more skilled skiers can cut back and 
forth or break trails for neophytes to fol- 
low. An expert covers 50-mile distances 
in less than five hours. 


There is little chance of injury In Nor- 


dic-type skiing because the sport is done 
on flat or rolling terrain. Very few 
sprains or bruises are reported, much 
fewer broken bones. It's considered a 
safe sport for entire families in Norway, 
where active cross-country skiers range 
in age from five to 70. 


Other winter activities planned at The 


Galena Territory include sledding, tobog- 
ganing, ice skating and snowmoblllng. 
Overnight accommodations are available 
in and around nearby Galena.

Weekend shotgunners take 
over 10,000 Illinois deer

A buck here and a buck there 


almost sounds like the beginning 
of an inflation story. But for Illi- 
nois' 57,800 deer permit holders, 
a buck here or there meant a 
shot during the tltree-day gun 
season that opened Friday at 
6:30 a.m. and concluded Sunday 
at 4 p.m. 


Not everyone got a shot, let 


alone a buck, but on the basis of 
the unofficial statistics compiled 
by the Illinois Conservation De- 
partment, more hunters cashed 
during the first half of this sea- 
son than ever before. 


The total for the three-day 


campaign (the split season con- 
tinues Dec. 13, 14 and 15) was 
10,363 which means that only one 
out of every 5.S hunters brought 
back a deer. 


Last year 13,726 deer were 


bagged or an average of one per 
every 4.5 hunters. But this sea- 
son, nine new counties opened 
their doors to the shotgun deer 
season leaving only the six heavi- 


ly-populated counties protecting 
Chicago closed to gunners. 


As usual, the most successful 


region of the state was the south- 
ern zone where 4,746 deer were 
taken. Williamson County was Il- 
linois' biggest producer with 
1,054 bucks reportedly bagged 
while Pope accounted for 883, 
Johnson 393 and Union 341. 


The central region of the state 


produced 3,518 deer with Pike 
County leading the way with 338 
and Adams contributing 302. In 
the northern zone, where 2,099 
deer were taken, Jo Davlcs 
County accounted for 418 deer 
and Carroll 286. 


The party of Virgil Nelson, 


Hank Alsred and Frank Sukunda 
of Keeneyville, a small commu- 
nity outside of Bloomingdale and 
Hanover Park, was one of the 
luckier groups toting shotguns. 


The trio accounted for two tro- 


phy bucks — one a six-pointer 
weighing ISO pounds dressed and 
the other a five-pointer weighing 
In at 130. 


"We got them both at sunrise 


in Pope County near Shawnee 


National Forest," Nelson said. 
' 


"We thought we'd be beading 
home with our limit (one deer 
each) by noon, but it turned out 
that they were the only two we 
saw In three days. 


"The hunting pressure was 


pretty heavy, but the weather 
was ideal. The temperature got 
into the middle 50s by noon on 
opening day and settled into the 
33-40 degree range at night 


"We really enjoyed ourselves 


this time. Last year, we didn't 
see a deer in three days." 


Marring the statewide first 


segment of the season were two 
reported accidents, but fortunate- 
ly no fatalities. Hunting viola- 
tions were numerous with 530 ar- 
rests resulting. 


The northern zone accounted 


' for 245 incidents of breaking 


rules while the central area num- 
bered 131 and the southern sec- 
tion 154. Most infractions were 
„ 


probably committed by hunters 
failing to wear the proper dis- > 
tlnguisMng orange or red upper 7 
garments.

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Copies of §165 million proposal unavailable 
Hospitals budget secrecy decried 


A frustrated Northwestern University 


utodent stepped to the microphone in the 
Cook County Board room Tuesday and 
protested the secrecy that surrounds the 
Cook County Health and Hospitals Gov- 
erning Commission's proposed 1975 budg- 
et. 


"There is a terrible lack of access" to 


the $163 million proposal. "My colleagues 
and I have yet to receive a copy. I spem 
four hours copying as much as I could by 
hand." said Sldmcl Estes. who is study- 
ing the commission for a class project. 


The Civic Federation added a similar 


complaint to a list of recommendations 
for changes in the budget "It makes no 
sense to have a public relations staff and 
not have budget copies available," said 


Richard Elberfekl, an analyst for the 
taxpayers' group. 


No copies of the proposed budget — 


which could increase county taxes about 
12 per $10,000 assessed valuation — were 
available at the hearing and no personnel 
from the commission or from county — 
operated hospitals testified. County 
board members have not received budg- 
et copies. 


ELBERFELD AND ESTES were (he 


only persons who appeared before the 
commission's finance committee Tues- 
day. A similar meeting Monday night 
was cancelled when no witnesses ap- 
peared. 


Committee chairman John Hadley said 


lack of preliminary budget information 
was caused by a fear of confusion. "This 


Is not a final budget." If the proposal is 
"widely circulated ... all sorts of fig- 
ures and confusion" will begin when the 
final budget Is approved by the commis- 
sion, he said. 


The county board Is expected to review 


the controversial commission budget in 
December. Comr. Charles Chaplin said 
Monday that the budget wastes tax- 
payers' money. 


"I have one simple question," Estes 


said. "What are you going to do with the 
$21 million (budget increase proposed for 
1975)?" 


HADLEY SAID THE increase is 


caused "by the working poor who are not 
eligible for public aid." Although the 
commission, which controls the County, 
Oak Forest and Cermak hospitals,, at- 


tempts to collect all bills for service, 
patients without health insurance or pri- 
vate funds are financed by the county, he 
said. 


The Civic Federation criticized a per- 


sonnel increase'of 193 staff members for 
1975. The commission added 361 staff 
members this year, although the average 
number of daily patients had dropped 
from more than 1,800 to about 1,200 since 
1969. 


The federation also questioned pro- 


posed salary Increases which range from 
2 to 27 per cent. Comparison of wages 
and salary increases with federal statis- 
tics show "serious distortions In com- 
pensation levels when compared with the 
private sectors."

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Patchivork Christmas 


Fabric scraps make trims 


by GENIE CAMPBELL, 


Christmas U much like fashion. 


Fads and new decorating Ideas are 
Introduced each year. 


This season the focus Is on patch- 


work. But then that Isn't really so 
surprising. Renewed Interest In quilt- 
ing has emphasized patchwork. And 
Inflation has turned It into an ex- 
cellent Idea. 


People are beginning to watch 


where even their change goes today- 
and patchwork Is easy on the pocket- 
book. It's simply "fashionable 
scraps." - 


Calico prints, dots, stripes and 


gingham work the best And who 
doesn't have a collection left over 
from sewing, rcupholstcring or what 
not? 


Donna Uchncr of Rolling Meadows 


began fashioning patchwork decora- 
tions with scraps she had left over 
from making fabric flowers. 


BUT DONNA WENT one step fur- 


thcr. She saved the scraps left over 


from scraps. In addition to making 
patchwork wreaths, stockings and 
hostess aprons, she took what fabric 
remained; cut it Into little squares 
and pasted them on plastic foam 
balls for tree ornaments. 


"I don't like to throw anything 


away," said Donna. 


To show how easy It is to work 


with patchwork, Mrs. LJchncr has of- 
fered the following instructions to 
make a wreath and ornaments In 
keeping with Christmas decorating 
fads of 1974. And it docsn|t take 
much time. Mrs. LJchner said the 
wreath can be completed in one eve- 
ning. The tree decorations can be 
turned out In one's spare time. 


The Christmas wreath is only one 


of the many Ideas The Herald will be 
offering before Christmas to help 
readers "Inexpensively" prepare for 
the holidays ahead. 


There's always that satisfaction o f , 


being able to moke something out of 
nothing. Besides, you save money. 


inch seam. Press seams down in 
same direction. 


SEW STRIPS together on both 


sides. Press seams open and turn 
right side out Keep ends open. 


The wreath is now ready to be 


stuffed. Use foam, dacron, old nylon 
stockings ... whatever you might 
have around the house. 


Pin the bottom of one end together 


so the seams run down the center. 
This will also keep the stuffing mate- 
rial from falling out. Be sure not to 
overstuff. The tubing should be com- 
pletely filled but not feel hard when 
squeezed. Bring ends together to 
form a circle and pin together. Turn 


overlapping sides under so raw edges 
do not show. Hand sew together. 


The wreath will still not look 


round, but don't be. alarmed. To 
achieve the proper shape take pieces 
of rug -yam and tie around each 
Joined section of material. Pull tight 
until .tubing resembles individual 
tufts. Tie off yarn,by knotting on the 
back side and clipping off ends. .Re- 
peat at each' seam all the way 
around the wreath. 


Sew a round drapery ring on-the 


top back side of the wreath. The bot- 
tom joint is the one stitched together 
by hand. Add a ribbon bow to the 
wreath at that Joint Now it is ready 
for hanging. 


PATCHWORK ORNAMENTS 


PATCHWORK WREATH 


Make a paper pattern measuring 


six Inches wide and five and a quar- 
ter inches long. Using this pattern 
for size, cut out 16 rectangles from 
fabric scraps. Cut evenly and press 
the Individual pieces. Don't throw out 
the leftover scraps. They can be used 
In making Christmas ornaments lat- 
er. 


On a table or the floor, lay out 


your design by placing the pieces of 
fabric In two long rows of eight 
pieces each (five and a quarter Inch 
sides should touch each other). Ar- 


range colors and fabric patterns to 
your liking. For best results separate 
the same colors or patterns. The top. 
and bottom pieces of each row will 
later bo Joined together so do not du- 
plicate there cither. 


When you'are satisfied with the ar- 


rangement pin the Individual pieces 
together In each row,-right sides to- 
gether. When finished you .will have 
two strips laid out side by side, cnch 
six inches wide by eight pieces long. 


Sew the pieces of each strip togeth- 


er by machine. Allow for one-half 


The scraps left over from making 


the wreath should all be trimmed 
down Into small squares or really 
any shape desired. Glue each piece 
individually onto the plastic foam 
ball or base. 


Mrs. Llchner recommends using 


Vclverctte, a.thicker craft glue that 


will not soak the fabric. However any 
white glue will work. Use sparingly. 


Trim or rick rack can be added 


with glue after the patchwork is all 
glued into place. 


To hang, take a loop of yarn, knot 


once and fasten to ornament with a 
corsage pin.

• "No Knock" means that a police of- 


ficer may obtain a warrant to break Into 
a house without warning when the items 
he Is seeking, such as gambling slips or 
drugs, may be Immediately destroyed. 
This situation, Officer Law believed, did 
not warrant one so he skipped it and • 
tried a "Stop and Frisk." 


• A police officer has the right to 


"Stop" which means he can only ask the 
suspect what he's doing in the area and 
that he properly identifies himself, and 
"Frisk" which only permits an officer to 
pat down the suspect's clothing to find 
any concealed weapons such as guns, 
knives, etc. 


• A "Saturday Night Special" Is a 


cheap, commonly used snub nosed gun. 
"Hot" means stolen. 


• "Miranda" means the arresting offl-' 


cor is duty-bound to Inform the accused 
of his constitutional rights, that he's un- 
der arrest and anything he says might be 
used against him. While Miranda doesn't 
have Carmen In front of it, still It's the 
name of a person in a famous con- 
stitutional rights case. It also means that 
a person has a right to remain silent and 
to be represented by a lawyer he hires. 
Should he not be able to afford one, the 
court will assign one to him. 
' • 


• Obviously the prisoner wants "out" 


and haboa* corpus might help bun in this 


situation. It's a writ that orders a person 
to release another who Is being held so 
he may be delivered before a judge to 
determine whether that person is being 
lawfully held. 


• The accused in this case would like 


the judge to release him without ball un- 
der his own* "recognizance." If the judge 
believes the accused will voluntarily 
show up on the date he Is told to appear, 
the request might be granted under cer- 
tain circumstances. 


• "Copping a plea" is a popular way 


of saying that the accused is plea bar-' 
gaining which in effect means that he 
will plead guilty to a lesser charge, 
thereby obtaining a lesser punishment 


Plea bargaining between the defendant 
and the prosecuting attorney Is designed 
to hasten justice by cutting the time It 
takes to prosecute the case. 


One closing word. Caution 1 If you

Kick the 'buy' habit 
-try an alternative

Commercialization of Christmas — like the weather, everyone talks 


about It, but no one does anything about it. 


This year, however, an Inflation-ridden economy and the growth of 


"alternate Christmas" movements may deal Christmas sales its first 
serious blow. 


The Christmas buying mania, which last year hit an estimated $9.3 


billion, has been a tradition since the Victorian era. 


But in recent years, the gaudy commercial explosion has reached such 


proportions that the national sensitivity seems at last to have been 
"grossed out." And this year the national pocketbook simply can't take 
the strain. 


"Roses ore things which Christmas is not a bed of them," wrote Ameri- 


can poet Ogden Nash. Indeed, Christmas has become a veritable bed of 
thorns — which we have made for ourselves. 
> 


And so, a recent consumer survey by a Chicago bank reveals, people 


are determined this year to cut down on their spending. One of the ways 
some people are doing that Is by celebrating an "alternate Christmas." 


Alternate Christmas Is a catalogue and a movement. The catalogue, 


first published last year by Mississippi Bob Kochtltzky, sold 19,000 
copies and "stimulated the diversion of an estimated $350,000 into people- 
and earth-oriented projects," according to its editor. 


THE MOVEMENT that has resulted is a bona fide decommercialization 


of Christmas, an arousal of people's awareness that their consumption is 
wasteful of human and earth resources and a commitment Instead to 
spending some of that money and effort In "life-supporting^ .ways. 


Kochtltzky and his staff of three, who have fcrmed'a non-profit organi- 


zation In Washington, D.C., have gathered together a potpourri of Ideas 
for Christmas giving that can cost you a lot less than your traditional 
Christmas expenditures and can benefit many people. 


One section of the catalogue describes groups working for human wel- 


fare, social justice and the environment. To such charities as Heifer 
Project International, an organization that gives farm animals to needy 
people to help them produce food and income for their families, you are 
invited to give an outright donation, perhaps In the name of a loved one. 
They would then receive a card Informing them of your "living gift" 
given In their honor. 


Another section details various craft groups, cooperatives operated by 


poor people who produce and sell handmade items to support themselves. 
They range from Appalachians who quilt spreads and rugs and fashion 
corn shuck dolls, to inner city residents who make denim baby carriers, 
to artisans of Third World countries who handcraft jewelry and clothing. 


Other ideas include organizations and publications of various special 


interests. The catalogue suggests giving a membership in an appropriate 
organization or a subscription to an interesting publication as a gift 


Anyone interested in celebrating Christmas In this uniquely rewarding 


way can order the catalogue for $2.50 from Alternatives, 1500 Farragut 
St., N.W., Washington, D.C. 20011; or, it can be purchased from the St 
James Women's Club boutique, The Holy Cow, at 837 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


HOWEVER, AS Kochtitzky observes, "It took years to build up to 


spending $300 on Christmas consumption; it'll take a while to kick the 
habit." For those not yet ready to make such drastic changes in their 
yule, The Herald suggests the following ideas for "winding down" Christ- 
mas spepding: 


• Name-drawings: Have a family name-drawing so that each person 


buys only one gift A limit can be put on the prices of gifts, or everyone 
could write down with his name two or three items he needs, so that gifts 
are appropriate and useful. 


• Give a service: Write "coupons" for back rubs, dishwashing, car- 


washing, lawnmowing, babysitting, shoe-shining, whatever is appropriate. 
The recipient of your coupons is then entitled to that service provided by 
you, free of cost, X number of times. 
. Or, purchase a service for someone, a service that is essential to the 


person and for which they normally must pay. Tills could be especially 
appropriate for elderly persons, who perhaps must rely on costly deliv- 
eries or hire house cleaners, gardeners, etc. The service could also bo 
one you think a person would simply enjoy — music lessons, for example. 


• Give gift certificates, so that recipients can purchase something they 


truly need or want. 


• Give a gift of lasting value — a book, a framed photograph, a 


subscription to a publication; or a gift of deferred value — tickets to 
some future event 


• Give something of your own — a plant cutting, a recipe accompanied 


by a sample of the dish. 


• How about limiting Christmas purchases to some careful selections 


for the children, and perhaps exchanging white elephants among the 
adults? After all, if someone would pay 50 cents for your old widget at a 
garage sale next spring, chances are someone on your Christmas list 
would find it useful or entertaining.

Klwanls members voted on the resolu- 


tion to accord Miss Clark a conditional 
membership last week In an llth-hour ef- 
fort to keep Miss Clark in the club and 
retain their charter. Klwanls Inter- 
national threatened to dissolve the local 
club If Miss Clark, the only female mem* 
her, was not dropped by today In accor- 
dance with the all-male rule of the or- 
ganization. 


Klwanls Pres. Richard Harrell said 


Tuesday a majority of the voting mem- 
bers approved the resolution In a mall 
balloting. They also agreed, Harrell said, 
to seek an amendment to the Klwanls 
bylaws to eliminate sex discrimination at 
the international convention next sum- 
mer. 


MISS CLARK said she felt she "would 


have been letting women and myself 
down" by accepting the conditional 
membership. 


"Throughout this* issue I never In- 


tended to accept a reduced status, "Miss 
Clark said. "It's a status that Is not pro- 
vided for in the Klwanls constitution or 


bylaws. I won't my status to be defined — 
I don't want to expend my energies In a 
club that I have no real role In."

Inflation muscling into classrooms?

America's No. 1 nemesis — Inflation — is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and.pupll In the class- 
room.

But It inflation keeps rising at Its present rate, in the words 


of one business manager, "We're In big trouble." 


By changing buying habits-, looking for bargains and buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools arc' 
staying even with inflated prices.

While all local districts are smarting -from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit: 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, in some instances certain material costs'have 
risen as much as 750 per cent In a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 decided to I'save money" by ,, 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all In one year to 
beat inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came in for the whole project and ranged from $500,000 y,-* 
to $1 million. Part of the Increase was due to the cost of ,; 
roofing tar, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for^a 55-, . 
gallon drum In one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 felt "lucky" when it con- > 


traded to buy 15 per cent more paper than the amount it; 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm'later con-. • 
tacted the district to say the price will go up another ,12 cents 
a ream, "take It or leave It."

"We could sue, but then we wouldn't have any paper," said 


Marvin Lapicola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in Dist. 54 called for $16 5 


million in buildings. Now inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Lapicola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts in the Mid- 


west, Dist. 54 has no choice but to.keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Lapicola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses in noninstructlonal areas, business managers are try- 
Ing o stay even with inflation in some cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for'the shortage by Using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both'sides of'paper are used, less memos 
are sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home.

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Judge delays release of wheel-tax funds to county 


Cook County won't be able to spend the 


11.7 million In wheel tax funds it has in 
the bank for at least another 30 days. 


A Circuit Court Judge delayed releas- 


ing the funds to the county Tuesday to 
allow unincorporated area homeowners 
to Hie a new lawsuit against the vehicle 
sticker tax. 


Judge Thomas C. Donovan refused to 


allow attorneys for the Prospect Heights 
Home Improvement Assn. and for associ- 
ation president Jack Gllligan to amend a 
1972 lawsuit that challenged the wheel 
tax. 


But Donovan continued an Injunction 


that bars release of the funds to the 
county. 


TUB U. S. SUPREME Court has up- 


held an Illinois Supreme Court ruling of 
the legality of the county's ordinance. 
The wheel tax law requires vehicle own- 
ers who live outside municipal bound- 
aries In Cook County to buy the county 
vehicle stickers. 


The new lawsuit will seek to have $1.7 


million refunded to vehicle owners who 
bought county stickers in 1972,1973 and 
1974 while court tests of the ordinance* 


were under way. 


The county's failure to collect the tax 


from all unincorporated area vehicle 
owners discriminated against persons 
who paid the tax, attorneys for the PHIA 
said last week in their attempt to amend 
the 1972 lawsuit. 


In the new suit the organization "is 


saying the ordinance may be con- 
stitutional, but the collection was not," 
PHIA'Atty. Donald Kreger said. 


IN RULING THAT the unincorporated 


homeowners must file a new lawsuit in- 
stead of amending the 1972 challenge to 


the ordinance, Donovan said he didn't 
know of any authority to change a case 
which has been decided by the Illinois 
Supreme Court 


"But I will withhold disbursing the 


funds" for the filing of a new suit, Dono- 
van said. The Judge heads the Circuit 
Court's Tax Division. 


Asked if the homeowners will go ahead 


and flic the suit now.that.the injunction 
has been continued, Kreger said, "Oh, 
you bet."

Council defeats plan to conduct advisory referendum

Inflation muscling into classrooms? 


by BOB GALLAS 


America's No. 1 nemesis — inflation'— is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil in the class- 
room. 


But if inflation keeps rising at its present rate, in the words 


of one business manager, "We're In big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking for bargains and buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools are 
staving even with inflated prices. 


While all local districts are smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit. 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, in some instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 750 per cent In a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dlst 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all in one year to 
beat inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came in for the whole project and ranged from $500,000 
to $1 mHUm, Part of the increase was due to the cost of 
roofing tar, which has risen from 140 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon drum in one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dlst 54 felt "lucky" when it con- 


tracted to buy IS per cent more paper than the amount it 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm later con- 
tacted the district to say the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take it or leave It" 


"We could «ie, but then we wouldn't have any paper," said 


Marvin Laplcola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in Dlst. 54 called for $16 5 


million in buildings. Now Inflation has driven up tho cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Laplcola said. 


Ono of tho fastest-growing elementary districts in the Mid- 


uest, Dlst. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Laplcola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


•penses In nonlnstructional areas,-business managers are try- 
ing o stay even with inflation in some" cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are used, less memos 
arc sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home. 


Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready are nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget Is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this same time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year — and it's only November," said Perry.._ 


Perry Is concerned that the $15 million budget'will come up 


$100,000 short Instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years.

ENERGY CONSERVATION techniques that were around 


lost winter due to the fuel shortage will be around again this 
year in school districts, but.for a defferent.reason.

Woman quits Kiwanis in membership feud

Kiwanis members voted on the resolu- 


tion to accord MUs Clark a conditional 
membership last week In an llth-hour ef- 
fort to keep Miss Clark in the club and 
retain their charter. Kiwanis Inter- 
national threatened to dissolve the local 
club If Miss Clark, the only female mem- 
ber, was not dropped by today in accor- 
dance with the all-male rule of the or- 
ganization. 


Kiwanis Pres. Richard Harrell said 


Tuesday a majority of the voting mem- 
bers approved the resolution in a mall 
balloting. They also agreed, Harrell said, 
to seek an amendment to the Kiwanis 
bylaws to eliminate sex discrimination at 
the international convention next sum- 
mer. 


.MISS CLARK said she felt she "would 


have been letting women and myself 
down" by accepting the conditional 
membership. 


"Throughout this issue I never in- 


tended to accept a reduced status, "Miss 
Clark said. "It's a status that Is not pro- 
vided for in the Kiwanis constitution or 


bylaws. I want my status la be defined — 
I don't want to expend my energies in a 
club that I have no real role In." 


In her letter of resignation, effective 


immediately, Miss Clark said she was re- 
cruited and inducted into full member- 
ship in Kiwanis and would accept nothing 
less. 


"When I Joined Kiwanis a year ago, it 


was with bright hopes of serving the 
community and I have enjoyed working 
with my fellow Klwonlans on projects to 
benefit Elk Grove Village," Miss Clark 
said in the letter. 


"I am unable to accept your require- 


ment that I step down from active mem- 


bership and accept 'special status' until 
the national Devaluates its attitude to- 
ward women." 


HARRELL REFUSED comment on 


Miss Clark's resignation until he re- 
ceived a copy of her letter. He did say, 
however, that the local chapter wpuld not 
drop Its fight to change the all-male Ki- 
wanis rule. 


"We'll stick by the resolution and work 


for an amendment at the International 
convention next June in Atlanta, Ga.," 
Harrell said. "The resolution was a com- 
promise, but we were willing to go that 
route to try to get the bylaws changed." 


Miss Clark said she could understand 


the thought behind the resolution, but 


couldn't stay in the club as a restricted 
member. 


"I respect their wish to remain in Ki-. 


wanis International since part of the res- 
olution is that they will fight from within 
— it's a legitimate and democratic ap- 
proach. Unfortunately, I cannot accept 
the compromise," she said. 


The Elk Grove club first voted to back 


Miss Clark after receiving the directive 
to oust her or lose its charter almost a 
month ago. A Great Neck, N.Y., club Is 
supporting a lawsuit by five women 
against the international, which dissolved 
the chapter there far admitting them. 
The suit charges the Kiwanis bylaws 
violate a state human rights act.

Chrysler plant here to remain busy with demand for parts

"Boom time," and possible overtime 


pay Is In store for Chrysler Parts and 
Supply Depot employes In Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, said W. W. Larson, a spokesman 
for tho Chrysler Corp. offices.

Larsen said Chrysler Corp will cut 


£0,000 cars from its original production 
schedule, but docs not plan to shut down 
new car plants for all of December as 
earlier rumoured. 


"This doesn't mean we will stop pro- 


duction of parts for repair purposes, so 
the Elk Grove Village parts facility 
which supplies dealers in the area will be 
able to get all the parts it needs to fill 
orders," said Larsen. 


Larsen said he expects the Elk Grove 


supply depot and others will experience 
increased demands for parts. 


"Not only will the Elk Groxe Village 


workers jobs be secure, they might be 
working overtime," said Larsen. 


Earlier speculation that Chrysler would 


close its entire new car production oper- 
ation for all of Doiember was scotched 
by Chrysler Chairman Lynn Townsend 
Monday.

Inflation muscling into classrooms?

America's No. 1 nemesis — Inflation — is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil in the class- 
room. 


But If Inflation keeps rising at its present rate, In the words 


of one business manager, "We're in big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking for bargains snd buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools are 
staying even with inflated prices. 


While all local districts are smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, in some instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 750 per cent in a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all in one year to 
beat inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came In for the whole project and ranged from $500,000 
to $1 million. Part of the increase was due to the cost of 
roofing tar, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon dram in one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 felt "lucky" when it con- 


tracted to buy 15 per cent more paper than the amount it 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm later con- 
tacted the district to say the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take it or leave it," 


"We could sue, but then we wouldn't nave any paper," said 


Marvin Lapicola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in Dist 54 called for $16.5 


million in buildings. Now inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Lapicola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts hi the Mid- 


west, Dist. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since It 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Lapicola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses in noninstructional areas, business managers are try- _ 
ing o stay even with inflation in some cases, while some are' 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are used, less memos 
are sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home.

Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready are nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget Is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this same time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year — and It's only November," said Perry. 


Perry is concerned that the $15 million budget will come up 


$100,000 short Instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION techniques that were around 


last winter due to the fuel shortage will be around again this 
year in school districts, but for a defferent reason.-Districts 
will be keeping thermostats low and lights off where possible 
to save fuel, but more Importantly, to keep cost down.

The distraught mother of a teen-aged 


son strung out on drugs rushes him to 
the hospital. It's a family problem — 
something the whole town doesn't need to 
know about. But the woman is forced to 
explain tho situation to a desk clerk in 
the middle of a crowded emergency 
room. 


An elderly gentleman suddenly slumps 


In his chair, a heart attack sending him 
into cardiac aricst. A young child wait- 
ing across from him for a penicillin shot 
watches In terror as a frantic team of 
doctors and nurses seize the man, throw 
him on a nearby cart and zap him with 
electric shocks to restart his heartbeat. 


A man brings in his pregnant wife who 


is hcmorrhaglng. She knows a pelvic ex- 
amination Is necessary, but as a modest 
woman, she Is further upset that only a 
flimsy curtain separates her from a 
stranger In the next cubicle. 


These kinds of situations arc everyday 


occurrences in hospital emergency rooms 
across the country. But privacy is not 
impossible in an emergency room If 
there is adequate planning, says Dr. Ber- 
nard Moore, chairman of the emergency 
mrtllclnc department at Alexian Broth- 
ers Medical Center, Elk Grove Village. 


THE NEW EMERGENCY room that is 


part of a $13 million addition to the local 
hospital has been designed to eliminate 
as much of tho trauma as possible con- 
nected with emergency hospital visits, 
Mooro said. 


For the mother of the teen-aged drug 


overdose victim, there Is a private room 
where she can give the facts of the case 
to someone In confidence. 


There are two trauma-cardiac arrest 


treatment rooms where heart patients 
can get Immediate care away from-tho 
eyes of children who might be frightened 
by the sight of a doctor using a deflbrilla- 
tor or taking other measures to save a 
life. 


Instead of white cotton curtains be- 


tween treatment cubicles, the new emer- 
gency roam at Alexian Brothers is di- 
vided by heavy folding doors for com- 
plete privacy. 


"There's a big controversy going on

House Ways and Means votes tax break 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Ways and Means Committee voted Tues- 
day to end the oil depletion allowance on 
Jan. 1 and to give a small tax'break to 
most low and moderate income Ameri- 
cans by Increasing tho standard deduc- 
tion. 


Completing a scaled-down tax bill after 


moro than nine months of work, the com- 
mittee cracked down, harder than ex- 
pected on oil profits in actions that will 
cost oil companies an estimated 13,2 bil- 
lion In 1975. 


The Increase in both the minimum and 


maximum standard deduction will mean 
average yearly tax breaks of $53 to $55 
for taxpayers earning less than $15,000 
per year, with slightly larger breaks 
coming at the lower end of the scale. A 
smaller number earning more than 
$15,000 per year who use the standard 
deduction also would benefit 


Committee Chairman Wilbur Mills; 


D-Ark., said he hoped to get the bill to 
the House floor on Dec. 4 or 5. It would 
then go to the Senate where a fllllbuster 
is a good possibility unless the oil tax 
provisions ore changed. 


Here are two major provisions. 
Oil taxes — the 22 per cent oil deple- 


tion allowance would be lowered to 15 
per cent retroactive to last Jan. 1, and 
would be ended entirely Jan. 1,1975. 


Personal income taxes — the standard 


deduction which can be taken in lieu of 
itemizing, would be increased from 15 
per cent to 16 per cent of income begin- 
ning with the tax year 1975. The mini- 
mum deduction would go from $1,300 to 
$1,600 for single taxpayers and $1,900 for 
joint returns. The maximum deduction 
would increase from $2,000 to $2,300. 


Ford: U.S. and Japan 
partners in peace, trade 


TOKYO (UPI) — President Ford 


pledged lost night that tho United States 
would not only remain "a trustworthy 
ally" of Japan but also a reliable trading 
partner. 


Ford said in a prepared speech for a 


luncheon of the Japan Press Club that 
"just as we work together to maintain 
today's peace, we can work together to 
solvo tomorrow's problems." 


The President, In his last full day in 


Tokyo before departing for a trip to the 
old capital of Kyoto, spoke at the Impe- 
rial Hotel in the heart of Tokyo. He liken- 
ed his speech to an American State of 
the Union address. 


Ford told the gathering that American 


Congressional leaders of both parties 
"have asked me to tell you of the high 
value that all Americans attach to our 
partnership with Japan." 


"We Intend not only to remain a 


trustworthy ally," he said, "but a re- 
liable trading .partner. We will continue 
to be suppliers of the goods you need. If 
shortages occur, we will take special ac- 
count of the needs of our trading part- 
ners."

The 73-year-old Hlrohito, in an un- 


precedented statement Monday night, 
called World War II "regrettable" and 
thanked the United States for its postwar 
help in rebuilding Japan. The remark 
was made at a banquet honoring Ford at 
the Imperial Palace. 


In his press club speech on Wednesday, 


Ford declared Americans were proud of 
the way they worked with the Japanese 
during the postwar period. 


"We have had some disagreements," 


he said, "but we have remained friends 
and partners." 


"Americans and Japanese know the 


value of peace," Ford said. "We want to 
devote our resources and ourselves to re- 
building things, not tearing them down.

The grants were approved in a 6-2 vote

property, should be undertaken to deter- 
mine If the tax should be levied against 
tho seller or buyer of property. Study 
also Is necessary to learn If special legis- 
lation will bo needed to Insure coopera- 
tion from tho county recorder of-titles 
office to enforce tho tax, Cowln said. 


As proposed, tho tax would be charged 


against tho property buyer, which Cowln 
nald should be changed. Officials also 
have been concerned that enforcement of 
the tax law would be difficult because 
cooperation from the recorder's office is 
not required by law. 


Cowln said he would contact local leg- 


islators to discuss Introducing special 
legislation in tho Illinois General Assem- 
bly that would require the recorder's 
office to work with municipalities to In- 
sure collection of the tax. 


Revenue from tho tax, which had been 


planned to go Into effect Jan. 1, Is not 
immediately necessary, Cowin added. Ho 
said funds from the new utility tax will 
bo sufficient to finance tho deficit of the 
Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 
trict, which tho village will annex early 
next year. 


Tho deficit Is believed to be about 


$236,000, according to latest estimates.

The vendor cannot moke a sale unless 
the village permit Is shown, according to 
the odinonce. 


THE ORDINANCE probably is In part 


responsible for the low gun sales volume 
In the village, sold police Lt. William 
Freund. 


"Its quite rigid and gives us much bet- 


ter control," Freund said of the. law. "It 
Is intended to see that guns don't get Into 
the wrong hands." 


State and federal regulations also ap- 


ply to the sale of weapons.

Release of wheel-tax funds 
to county delayed by judge 


Cook County won't bo able to spend the 


$1.7 million in wheel tax funds It has in 
the bank for at least another 30 days. 


A Circuit Court judge delayed releas- 


ing the funds to the county Tuesday to 
allow unincorporated area homeowners 
to file a new lawsuit against the vehicle 
sticker tax. 


Judge Thomas C. Donovan refused to 


allow attorneys for the Prospect Heights 
Homo Improvement Assn. and for associ- 
ation president Jock Gllllgan to amend a 
1972 lawsuit that challenged the wheel 
tax. 


But Donovan continued an injunction 


that bars release of the funds to the 
county. 


THE U. S. SUPREME Court has up- 


held an Illinois Supreme Court ruling of 
the legality of the county's ordinance. 
The wheel tax law requires vehicle own- 
ers who live outside municipal bound- 
aries In Cook County to buy the county 
vehicle stickers. 


The new lawsuit will seek to have $1.7 


million refunded to vehicle owners who 
bought county stickers in 1072, 1973 and 
1974 while court tests of the ordinance 
were under way. 
, 


The county's failure to collect.the tax 


from ail unincorporated area vehicle 
owners discriminated- against persons 
who paid the tax, attorneys for the PHIA 
sold lost week In their attempt to amend 
the 1972 lawsuit. 


In the new suit the organization "Is 


saying the ordinance may be con- 
stitutional, but the collection was not," 
PHIA Atty. Donald Krcger said. 


IN ItULING THAT the unincorporated 


homeowners must file a new lawsuit in- 
stead of amending the 1972 challenge to 
the ordinance, Donovan said ho didn't 
know of any authority to change a case 
which has been decided by the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


"But I will withhold disbursing tho 


funds" for the filing of a new suit, Dono- 
van said. The judge heads the Circuit 
Court's Tax Division.

Mary Clark resigned Tuesday front the 


Elk Grove Kiwanls after the results of a 
secret-ballot showed the male members 
wanted to deny her the right to become 
an officer of the group. 


Klwanii members voted on the resolu- 


tion to accord Miss Clark a conditional 
membership last week In an llth-hour ef- 
fort to keep Miss Clark In the club and 
retain, their charter. Kiwanls Inter- 
national threatened to dissolve the local 
club U Miss Clark, the only female mem- 
ber, was not dropped by today in accor- 
dance with the all-male rule of the or- 
ganization. 


Kiwanls Prcs. Richard Harrell said 


Tuesday a majority of the voting mem- 
bers approved the resolution in a mail 
balloting. They also agreed, Harrell said, 
to seek an amendment to the Kiwanls 
bylaws to eliminate sex discrimination at 
the International convention next sum- 
mer. 


MISS CLARK said she felt she "would 


have been letting women and myself 
down" by accepting the conditional 
membership. 


"Throughout this issue I never in- 


tended to accept a reduced status, "Miss 
Clark said. "It's a status that Is not pro- 
vided for In the Klwanis constitution or 


bylaws. I want my status to be defined — 
I don't want to expend my energies In a 
club that I have no real role in." 


In her letter of resignation, effective 


immediately, Miss Clark said she was re- 
cruited and Inducted Into full member- 
ship in Kiwanis and would accept nothing 
less. 


"When I Joined Kiwanis a year ago, it 


was with bright hopes of serving the 
community and I have enjoyed working 
with my fellow Klwanians on projects to 
benefit Elk Grove Village," Miss Clark 
said in the letter. 
, "I am unable to accept your require- 
ment that I step'down from active mem- 


bership and accept 'special status' until 
the national reevaluates Us attitude to- 
ward women." 
. 


HARRELL . REFUSED comment on 


Miss Clark's resignation until he 're- 
ceived a copy of her letter. He did say, 
however, that the local chapter would not 
drop Its fight to change the all-male Ki- 
wanls rule. 


"We'll stick by the resolution and work 


for an amendment at the* international 
convention next June In Atlanta, Ga.," 
Harrell said. "The resolution was'a com- 
promise, but we were willing to go that 
route to try to get the bylaws changed." 


Miss Clark said she could understand 


the thought behind the resolution, but 


couldn't stay in the club as a restricted 
member. 


"I respect their wish to remain in Ki- 


wanis International since part of the res- 
olution Is that they will fight from within 
— it's a legitimate and democratic ap- 
proach. Unfortunately, I cannot accept 
the compromise," she said. 


The Elk Grove club first voted to back 


Miss Clark* after receiving the directive 
to oust her or lose its charter almost a 
month ago. A Great Neck, N.Y., club Is 
supporting a lawsuit by five women 
against the International, which dissolved 
the chapter there for admitting them. 
The suit 'charges the Kiwanis bylaws 
violate a state human rights act. 
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Efforts to pass a city ethics ordinance

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Members of the city council's finance, 
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ordinance and Judiciary committee were 
told that City.

City weighs 
house-number 
sign law 


Rolling Meadows residents may be re- 


quired to purchase signs showing street 
addresses and mount them on the front 
of their homes near porchllghts. 


The requirement was added to a pro- 


posed sign ordinance at the suggestion of 
Aid. John T. Rock, 3rd, who said it had 
been requested by the fire department to 
aid In locating addresses when respond- 
ing to emergency calls. 


A public hearing must be held on the 


sign ordinance before it can be adopted 
by the city council, said Aid. Frederick 
E. Jacobson, head of a special com- 
mittee to study the proposal. 


The current ordinance restricts home 


Identification signs, although it has not 
been enforced on homeowners, said Ja- 
cobson. He said he feels the city is pre- 
pated to enforce a new ordinance. 


JACOBSON SAID the current ordi- 


nance provides for a maximum of one 
square foot of home sign Identification. 
This includes numerals and street identi- 
fication which some homeowners have 
attached to their houses and nameplates 
which others have hung from light-posts. 
Jacobson noted his own home violates 
the existing ordinance, with three signs 
exceeding a total of one square foot. 


The proposed new ordinance would 


permit any number of signs, up to a 
maximum total size of two square feet 


Committee members instructed Robert 


Lindquist, sign and electrical inspector, 
to look into the possibility of placing oth- 
er restrictions on the home identification 
signs. Jacobson 
suggested 
requiring 


placement of the signs near an outdoor 
light, to make them visible at night. He 
also proposed a possible minimum size 
for numerals or letters, to make them 
legible from the street.

issuance of sign permits by an inspector, 
if the applicant abided by all provisions 
of the ordinance, which regulate size, il- 
lumination and placement.

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Inflation muscling into classrooms?

America's No. 1 nemesis — Inflation — is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil in the class- 
room. 


But If inflation keeps rising at its present rate, in the words 


of one business manager, "We're in big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking lor bargains and buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools arc 
staying even with inflated prices. 


While all local districts' are smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the*hardest hit. 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the In- 


flation rate, in some instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 750 per cent in a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all in one year to 
beat inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came In for. the whole project and ranged from $500,000 
to $1 million. Part of the increase was due to the cost of 
roofing tor, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon drum in one year, a 750 per cent Increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist.54 felt "lucky" when it con- 


tracted to buy 15 per cent more paper than the amount it 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm later con- 
tacted the district to soy the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take it or leave it" 


"We could sue, but then we wouldn't have any paper," said 


Marvin Lapicola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in Dist. 54 called for $16.5 


million in buildings. Now inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Lapicola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts in the Mid- 


west, Dist. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Lapicola said. 


IlY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses In noninstructional areas, business managers are try- 
ing o stay even with inflation in some cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are'used,'less memos 
are sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home. 


Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready are nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this some time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year — and it's only November," said Perry. 


Perry is concerned that the $15 million budget will come up 


$100,000 short instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years.

Cook County won't bo nblc to spend the 


$1.7 million In wheel tax funds it has In 
the bank (or at least another .10 days. 


A Circuit Court judge delayed releas- 


ing the funds to the county Tuesday to 
allow unincorporated area homeowners 
to file a new lawsuit against the vehicle 
sticker tax. 


Judge Thomas C. Donovan refused to 


allow attorneys for the Prospect Heights 
Home improvement Assn. and for associ- 
ation president Jack Gllllgan to amend a 
1072 lawsuit that challenged the wheel 
lax. 


But Donovan continued an Injunction 


that bars release of the funds to the 
county. 


THE u. s. SUPREME: Court has up- 


held an Illinois Supremo Court ruling of 
the legality of the county's ordinance. 
The wheel tax law requires vehicle own- 
ers who live outside municipal bound- 


aries In Cook County to buy the county 
vehicle stickers. 


The new lawsuit will seek to have $1.7 


million refunded to vehicle owners who 
bought county stickers In 1972,1973 and 
1974 while court tests of the ordinance 
were under way. 


The county's failure to collect the tax

Inflation muscling into classrooms? 


by BOB GALLAS 


America's No. 1 nemesis — Inflation — is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil in the class- 
room. 


But iMnflation keeps rising at its present rate, In the words 


of one business manager, "We'ro in big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking for bargains and buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools are 
staying even with inflated prices. 


While all local districts 'are smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit. 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, in some instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 750 per cent In a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $330,000, five-year roof repair plan all In one year to 
beat Inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came in for the whole project and ranged from $£00,000 
to $1 million. Part of the increase was due to the cost of 
rooting tar, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon drum in one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 felt "lucky" when it con- 


tracted to buy IS per cent more paper than the amount It 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm later con- 
tacted the district to say the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take it or leave it." 


"We could sue, but then we wouldn't have any paper," said 


Marvin Laplcola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in DJst. 54 called for $16.5 


million in buildings. Now inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Laplcola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts In the Mid- 


nest, Dist. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Laplcola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses in noninstructional areas, business managers are try- 
ing o stay even with Inflation in some cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are used, less raemos 
are sent out,' children do school projects with materials from 
home. 


Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready are nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget Is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this same time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year — and it's only November," said Perry. 


Perry is concerned that the $15* million budget will come up 


$100,000 snort instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION techniques that were around 


last winter due to the fuel shortage will be around again this 
year in school districts, but for a defferent reason. Districts 
will be keeping thermostats tow and lights off where possible 
to save fuel, but more importantly, to keep cost down. 


At least one district is changing its buying habits in an

An ordinance setting ethical standards

disclaimer. Firms doing business with 
the village will also bo required to file 
disclosure forms.

the task force, called the measure "pre- 
ventive medicine." 


"We are not curing anything," said 


Stern. 


Stern said the village may lose quali- 


fied Individuals and others may be dis- 
couraged from seeking public office If 
the ethics ordinance is adopted by the 
board. "However, we cannot tolerate 
what has happened In Chicago," he said. 


•The emphasis has to be on the side of 


protecting the public," said Trustee 
Richard W. Fontc. 


Fonto said the proposed ordinance Is 


enforceable because "It Is precise on 
what It covers and does not cover." 


IF ADOPTED, no elected official, can- 


didate for office or village treasurer 
would be able to hold stock in'any bank 
or financial Institution authorized to ac- 
cept deposits of village funds. 


"It is a shame we have to go to these 


lengths to guarantee a person will serve 
honorably," said Trustee Fred H. Za- 
jonc. John Hughes, a local bonk presi- 
dent, had served on the board for several 
years and there was no problem, Zajonc 
said. 


The conflict of Interest disclaimer, 


which all public officials and consultants 
must sign, also requires verification of 
the following: 


• No Interest' exceeding 5 per cent or 


$300 in any contract with the village. 


• No Income for services rendered to 


persons holding property which may 
come before the village for action. 


• No Income from any property the 


village has acted on for one year after 
the action. 


• No acceptance of gifts In excess of 


$50, loans of $5,000 or services more than 
$500. 


The conflict of interest disclaimer form 


combines ethics laws already established 
for the plan commission and zoning 
board of appeals Into one ethic law cov- 
ering all village officials. 


This disclaimer must be signed by the 


village attorney, village planner, village 
engineer, elected officials, candidates, 
plan commissioners, zoning board of ap- 
peals members, village manager, depart-

Release of wheel-tax funds 
to county delayed by judge 


Cook County won't be able to spend the 


$1.7 million In wheel tax funds It has In 
the bank for at least another 30 days. 


A Circuit Court judge delayed releas- 


ing tho funds to the county Tuesday to 
allow unincorporated area homeowners 
to file a now lawsuit against tho vehicle 
sticker tax. 


Judge Thomas C. Donovan refused to 


allow attorneys for tho Prospect Heights 
Home Improvement Assn. and for associ- 
ation president Jack Gllllqan to amend a 
1072 lawsuit that challenged the wheel 
tax. 


But Donovan continued an Injunction 


that bars release of tho funds to the 
county. 


TIIE.U. S. SUPREME Court has up- 


hold an Illinois Supreme Court ruling of 
tho legality of the county's ordinance. 
The wheel lax law requires vehicle own- 
ers who live outside municipal bound- 
aries In Cook County to buy the county 
vehicle stickers. 


Tho now Ian-suit will sock to have $1.7 


million refunded to vehicle owners who 
bought county stickers in 1972, 1073 and 
1074 while court tests of the ordinance 
wore under way. 


The county's failure to collect the tax 


from all unincorporated area vehicle 
owners discriminated against persons 
who paid the tax, attorneys for tho PHIA 
said last week in their attempt to amend 
tho 1072 lawsuit. 


In the now suit the organization "is 


saying tho ordinance, may bo con- 
stitutional, but the collection was not," 
PHIA Atty. Donald Krcgcr said. 


IN RULING THAT tho unincorporated 


homeowners must file a new lawsuit in- 
stead of amending tho 1072 challenge to 
the ordinance, Donovan said ho didn't 
know of any authority to change a cose 
which has been decided by tho Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


"But I wilt withhold disbursing tho 


funds" for the filing of a new suit, Dono- 
vnn sold. Tho judge heads the Circuit 
Court's Tax Division. 


Asked If the homeowners will go ahead 


and flic the suit now that the injunction 
hat been continued, Krcgcr said, "Oh, 
you bet." 


Krcgcr and attorney Don Karltnn told 


Donovan that "new facts which we we- 
ren't aware of" showed that noncnforce-

Taxi rates boost request delayed 


Palatine officials have delayed action 


on a request from Martin Cab Co. to 
boost taxi rates and subsidize a senior 
citizen reduced-fare program. 


Tho village board's administration, fi- 


nance and legislation committee deferred 
action Monday until it receives more in- 
formation on tho taxi rates in other area 
communities. 


Richard Vans, Palatine manager of 


Martin Cab, has requested a 20-ccnt-per- 
mile increase In taxi fares and a ID-cent 
increase in the base faro. Approval of 
tho request would raise taxi fares from 
SO to 70 cents per mile and tho base price 
from 80 to 70 cones. 


Martin has agreed to drop its 20 per 


cent over-tho-metcr charge for fores out- 
nlde tho village and reduce its multiple- 
load rate if the fore Increase is ap- 
proved. 


TIltSTEE JAMES SHAW indicated 


that the Palatine Police Dept. had ex- 
pressed concern about the safety of Mar- 


tin Cabs and this should be considered 
before any fore Increase is approved. 


Trustee Richard W. Fontc sold the 


"village should encourage as- many taxi 
cabs as possible" and would not be op- 
posed to the rate increase. The village 
also is served by the Schaumburg-Pala- 
tine Cab Co. 


The increase In taxi faros would not be 


felt by senior citizens if a second propos- 
al from Martin is adopted by the village 
board. 


Martin is suggesting that senior clti- 


zcns with proper identification bo 
aliened to take a taxi to any place within 
the village for a flat rate of $1.50. The 
senior citizen would pay 50 cents and the 
village pay $1. A similar senior-citizen 
taxi program was started in Arlington 
Heights last week. 


The committee has referred the senior- 


citizen program to tho Palatine Town- 
ship Council on tho Aged and Palatine 
Township Transportation Committee. 


1073 by the county was "uncon- 
stitutional."

Elk Grove's only female Kiwanian quits in dispute

Mary Clark resigned Tuesday from the 


Elk Grove Klwanls after the results of a 
secret-ballot showed the male members 
wanted to deny her the right to become 
an officer of the group. 


Kiwanis members voted on the resolu- 


tion to accord Miss Clark a conditional 
membership last week In an nth-hour ef- 
fort to keep Miss Clark In the club and 
retain their charter. Klwanls Inter- 
national threatened to dissolve the local 
club If Miss Clark, the only female mem- 
ber, was not dropped by today In accor- 
dance with the all-male rule of the or- 
ganization. 


Kiwanis Prcs. Richard Harrell said 


Tuesday a majority of the voting mem- 
bers approved the resolution in a mail 
balloting. They also agreed, Harrell said, 
to seek an amendment to the Kiwanis 
bylaws to eliminate sex discrimination at 
the International convention next sum- 
mer. 


MISS CLARK said she felt she "would 


have been letting women and myself 
down" by accepting the conditional 
membership. 


"Throughout this issue I never in- 


tended to accept a reduced status, "Miss 
Clark said. "It's a status that Is not pro- 
vided for In the Kiwanis constitution or 


bylaws. I want my status to be defined — 
I don't want to expend my energies in a 
club that I have no real role in." 


In her letter of resignation, effective 


immediately, Miss Clark said she was re- 
cruited and inducted into full member-, 
ship in Kiwanis and would accept nothing 
less. 


"When I joined Kiwanis a year ago, it 


was with bright hopes of serving the 
community and I have enjoyed working 
with my fellow Kiwanians on projects to 
benefit Elk Grove Village," Miss Clark 
said in the letter. 


"I am unable to accept your require- 


ment that I step down from active mem- 


bership and accept 'special status* ."until 
the national reevaluates its attitude to- 
ward women." 


HARRELL REFUSED comment on 


Miss Clark's resignation until he re- 
ceived a copy of her letter. He did say, 
however, that the local chapter would not' 
drop Its fight to change the all-male Kl- 
wanls rule. 


"We'll stick by the resolution and work 


for an amendment at the International 
convention next June in Atlanta, Ga.,". 
Han-ell said. "The resolution was a com- 
promise, but we were willing to go that 
route to try to get the bylaws changed." 


Miss Clark said she could understand 


the thought behind the resolution, but 


couldn't stay in the club as a restricted 
member. 


"I respect their wish to remain in Ki- 


wanis International since part of the res- 
olution is that they will fight from within 
— it's,a legitimate and democratic ap- 
proach'. Unfortunately, I cannot accept 
the compromise," she said. 


The Elk Grove club first voted to back 


Miss Clark after receiving the directive 
to oust her or lose its charter almost a 
month ago. A Great Neck, N.Y., club is 
supporting a lawsuit' by five women' 
against the international, which dissolved 
the chapter there far admitting them. 
The suit charges the Kiwanis bylaw's 
violate a state human rights act.

He said, however, 
these matters were minor in comparison 
with his questions about March's possible 
conflict. 


BOARD MEMBERS, however, backed 


Tcichert's position that March's appoint- 
ment docs not create any conflict of in- 


terest because the commission is only an 
advisory board. 


Tclchcrt, in fact, noted that Hendricks, 


who was an employe of Motorola, voted 
to approve village purchases of Motorla 
equipment for the police, fire, and public 
works departments. 


Trustee 0. T. Gustus told Hendricks 


that "it seems pretty obvious that your 
argument should really have been di- 
rected to the mayor" instead of March.

Inflation muscling into classrooms? 


by HOB GALLAS 


America's No. I nemesis —'Inflation — Is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil In the class- 
room. 


But If Inflation keeps rising at its present rate, in the words 


of one business manager, "We're in big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking for bargains and buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools are 
staying even with inflated prices. 


While all local districts are smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building.schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit. 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, In some Instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 750 per cent in a year; 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all in one year to • 
beat Inflation. Six months after the estimate was mode, the 
bids came in for the whole project and ranged from $500,000 
to $1 million^ Part of toe increase was due to the 'cost of 
roofing tar, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon drum in one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dlst 54 felt "lucky" when it con- 


tracted to buy 15 per cent more paper than the amount it 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm later con- 
tacted the district to say the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take It or leave it." 
. 


"We could sue, but then we wouldn't have-any paper," said 


Marvin Laplcola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


'A five-year plan for construction in Dist. 54 called for $16.5 
million In buildings. Now inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Laplcola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts in the Mid- 


west, Dist. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Laplcola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses in noninstructional areas, business managers are try- 
Ing o stay even with Inflation In some cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are used,'less memos 
arc sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home. 


Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready are nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this same time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year — and it's only November," said Perry. 
' Perry is concerned that the $15 million budget will come up 
$100,000 short instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION techniques that were around 


last winter due to the fuel shortage will be around again this 
year in school districts, but for a deflerent reason. Districts 
will be keeping thermostats low and lights off-where possible 
to save fuel, but more importantly, to keep cost down. 


At least one district is changing Its 'buying habits in an

Committee members questioned the 


fact that the clubhouse was originally 
built for use by residents of the devel- 
opment. The petitioners said the club- 
house is not used much, and therefore 
said they would not be depriving the rest- 
dents. They said residents would be 
allowed to use the building during the 
day free of charge, with the club oper- 
ation going into effect in the evening. 


The village board earlier this year re- 


jected another attempt to obtain a liquor 
license for the clubhouse at a private de- 
velopment. Board members have three 
times rejected a bid for a liquor license 
at the Mount Shire Club, which is used 


by residents of the Mount Shire Apart- 
ments. 


IN DEFEATING THE Mount Shire 


request, trustees cited reservations about 
setting the precedent of allowing the sale 
of alcoholic beverages in a residential 
neighborhood. The dub is now run as a 
bottle club, which stores the liquor of 
members to be served to them at their 
request 


The present request differs from the 


Mount Shire case in that The Colony 
show lounge would be open to the public 
and would be zoned for commercial oper- 
ations.

In Elk Grove Township School Dlst. 80 resulted after an ac- 
counting of the fund was given Monday night. 


Supt. James Ervltl, at the request of board member Avis 


Wold, gave an accounting of how almost $10,000 of the $12,000 
fund was spent In the past 2tt years. 


The fund has been used primarily for training activities 


such os sending principals and teachers to workshops and 
conventions, according to the accounting, read by Ervltl. 
Revenue for the fund came In the late 1960s when district 
administrators were receiving money for speaking engage- 
ments, and turned It over to the district. 


Board member Judy Zanca questioned whether the fund 


was legal since transactions have not been Included on regu- 
lar district lists of expenditures. 


"I'd like to see the board made aware of how the money is 


being spent," said Mrs. Zanca. "It leaves us open to suspicion 
when there's no accounting for the money." 


Board Pros, Gerald Smiley asked whether the board had a 


right to look at the fund, since It was raised by adminis- 
trators who often were speaking on their own time. 


Smiley asked Board Atty. Frank Hlnes to study the ques- 


tion and determine whether the board has the right to look 
Into the fund. Hines said earlier that the money could be 
defined as "earnings of the district," therefore subject to 
board Inspection. 


Mrs. Zanca also objected to $I,BOO of the money being used 


for food and drinks for teachers, principals, board members 
and administrators. 


A report from Hlnes, along with an administration account- 


ing of any other trust funds, is expected at the next meeting 
of the board Dec. 2. 


Bid OKd for library carpet 


The board approved a bid Monday for carpeting in half of

stitutional, but the collection was not," 
PHIA Atty. Donald Kreger said. 


IN RULING THAT the unincorporated 


homeowners must file a new lawsuit in- 
stead of amending the 1972 challenge to 
the ordinance, Donovan said he didn't 
know of any authority to change a case 
which has been decided by the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


"But I will withhold disbursing the 


funds" for the filing of a new suit, Dono- 
van said. The judge heads the Circuit 
Court's Tax Division. 


Asked if the homeowners will go ahead 


and file the suit now that the injunction 


has been continued, Kreger said, "Oh, 
you bet." 


Kreger and attorney Don Karlton told 


Donovan that "new facts which we we- 
ren't aware of" showed that nonenforce- 
ment of the tax ordinance in 1972 and 
1973 by the county was "uncon- 
stitutional." "The sheriff and the county 
as a matter of policy refused to enforce 
the ordinance," but accepted vehicle sti- 
cker funds from "volunteer" car owners, 
the attorney said. 


IN RESPONSE TO A question from 


Assistant State's Atty. Henry Hauser, 
Kreger said the residents had not chal- 
lenged enforcement of the ordinance in 


1972 because it was only after the tax 
was ruled unconstitutional that Sheriff 
Richard Elrod Issued a "policy state- 
ment" barring enforcement. 


The money has been earmarked by 


County Board Pres. George Dunne to 
help pay for the new Sheriff's Police 
headquarters under construction in May- 
wood. But If the new lawsuit filed by the 
unincorporated area vehicle owners is 
successful the county will have to turn to 
other sources for financing the building. 


The suit apparently would have no ef- 


fect on county enforcement of the wheel 
tax ordinance in 1975. 


,000 gift makes Hersey trip rosier 


The Village of Arlington Heights will 


spend $1,000 to help send the Hersey 
High School band to the Rose Bowl Pa- 
rade New Year's Day in Pasadena, Calif. 


The village board agreed to make the 


donation after hearing a request from 
David Patterson, vice president of the 
Hersey Instrumental Assn., a band par- 
ents organization. 


Patterson said the band now has 


$43,000 of the $52,000 it needs to make the 
trip to the Tournament of Roses parade, 
where it will be the first Illinois high 
school band to appear In more than 25 
years. 


THE CONTRIBUTION touched off a 


protest from Trustee James T. Ryan who 
said that while he personally supported 
the band, he was opposed to spending 
public money for the trip. 


"There Is a time when you have to 


make a decision as a public servant be- 
tween what is popular and what is 
right," Ryan said. 


"While I personally would do whatever 


I can to support the bond, I think to 
pledge public money is a breach of the 
public trust. My heart would be with it, 
but it would be a break with the elec- 
torate at this time and place." 


Other trustees disagreed, 
however, 


saying that each year the village spends 
thousands of dollars on programs for 
troubled youths and that this was an op- 
portunity to underwrite something posi- 
tive. 


"It is a pleasure for me to sit here as a 


trustee and spend some money on good 
kids. I wish I could do it for every kid in 


the village," said Trustee Richard Du- 
rava. 


PATTERSON SAID the band expects 


to receive $2,000 from a candy sale and 
$2,000 to $3,000 in contributions from 
business and industry. He also mentioned 
the possibility of financial support from 
the City of Chicago at least matching the 
$1,000 contributed by the village. 


"We're •doing everything we can to 


make the goal and we're coming close," 
he said. 


At one point, Trustee J. Burton Thomp- 


son proposed that the village contribute 
$.1,000 to the band trip. However, Patter- 
son said the band did not need that much 
money from the village. Instead he re- 
quested $500 to $1,000. 


Ryan said if the $500 was acceptable, 


he personally would raise the money 


rather than appropriate village funds. 
But other members of the village board 
said it was important for the village to 
support the band. 


COMPARED TO WHAT private busi- 


ness and other agencies spend on Rose 
Bowl floats, the village was "getting by 
cheap," said Trustee 0. V. Anderson, ad- 
ding, "I think it's great." 


"I think it's time to recognize the finer 


people in our young society rather than 
lavishing money on our dropouts," said 
Trustee Russell Colvin. 


Patterson said the Hersey band will be 


one of only seven bands from outside the 
State of California to march in the Rose 
Bowl parade. "Few events could give the 
wholesome, positive recognition to Ar- 
lington Heights that representation in 
this parade will give," he said.

Klwanis Pres. Richard Harrell said

balloting. They also agreed, Harrell said, 
to seek an amendment to the Klwanis 
bylaws to eliminate sex discrimination at 
the International convention next sum- 
mer.

Inflation muscling into classrooms? 


by BOB GALLAS 


America's No. 1 nemesis — inflation — Is chewing away at 


the budgets of suburban school districts, but until now busi- 
ness managers have managed to keep Inflated costs from 
affecting what goes on between teacher and pupil in the class- 
room. 


But If inflation keeps rising at its present rate, in the words 


of one business manager, "We're in big trouble." 


By changing buying habits, looking for bargains and buying 


one brand to take advantage of discounts, the schools are 
staying even with inflated prices. 


White all local districts are smarting from the dollar 


crunch, those that still have to keep building schools to ac- 
commodate more students are the hardest hit. 


Construction costs are soaring at a rate far above the in- 


flation rate, in some instances certain material costs have 
risen as much as 720 per cent In a year. 


Some examples: 
• Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 decided to "save money" by 


doing a $350,000, five-year roof repair plan all in one year to 
beat inflation. Six months after the estimate was made, the 
bids came in for the whole project and ranged from $500,000 
to $1 million. Part of the increase was due to the cost of 
roofing tar, which has risen from $40 to about $300 for a 55- 
gallon drum in one year, a 750 per cent increase. 


• Schaumburg Township Dm. 54 felt "lucky" when it con- 


tracted to buy 15 per cent more paper than the amount it 
purchased two years earlier. The price however, .was 93 per 
cent higher. Despite a signed contract, the firm later con- 
tacted the district to say the price will go up another 12 cents 
a ream, "take it or leave it." 


"We could sue, but then we wouldn't have any paper," said 


Marvin Lapicola, district assistant superintendent of finance. 


A five-year plan for construction in Dist. 54 called for $16.5 


million in buildings. Now Inflation has driven up the cost for 
the same buildings to near $20 million, Lapicola said. 


One of the fastest-growing elementary districts in the Mid- 


west, Dist. 54 has no choice but to keep building, since it 
needs 30 to 40 new classrooms every year, Lapicola said. 


BY HOLDING THE line on expenses and cutting some ex- 


penses In nonlnstructlonal areas, business managers are try- 
ing o stay even with inflation in some cases, while some are 
buying less and making up for the shortage by using mate- 
rials more wisely: Both sides of paper are used, less memos 
are sent out, children do school projects with materials from 
home. 


Nevertheless, some districts have supply budgets that al- 


ready arc nearly exhausted. 


"Our budget Is closer to being fully expended more now 


than last year at this some time," said Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administrative services at Elk Grove 
Township Dist 59. "Some budgets are exhausted for the en- 
tire year — and it's only November," said Perry. 


Perry Is concerned that the $15 million budget will come up 


$100,000 short instead of having money left over, which has 
been the case in recent years. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION techniques that were around 


last winter due to the fuel shortage will be around again this 
year in school districts, but for a defferent reason. Districts 
will be keeping thermostats low and lights off where, possible 
to save fuel, but more importantly, to keep cost down. 


At least one district is changing; its buy lag1 habits in an

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Residents to pay $15 
for 1975 vehicle stickers 


Arlington Heights residents will pay 


JI3 this year for a new village vehicle 
sticker, the highest price in the North- 
west suburbs. 


Only the Village of Mount Prospect 


equals Arlington Heights In the cost of 
passenger car stickers. 


Applications for the new doca!, which 


commt-aiorates the 50th anniversary of 
the Arlington Heights Park District, 
have been mailed to village residents. 
The deadline for displaying the sticker is 
Feb. IS, In accord with the state's dead- 
line for now license plates. After Feb. 15, 
a $10 penalty fee will be added. Also 


there will be no refunds on sticker pur- 
chases afer Feb. 19. 


RESIDENTS 65 years old or over may 


purchase one vehicle sticker at a discount 
price of $1, but they must present a valid 
Illinois driver's license at the municipal 
building, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd. In 
the past, senior citizen vehicle stickers 
were half the.regular price. 


The village board voted last April to 


raise the price of 197S vehicle stickers 
from $10 to 115. The increased price Is 
expected to result In $200,000 additional 
revenue to the village.

A low-and moderate-Income housing 


plan Is an Inescapable part of a new fed- 
eral program that could bring tho Village 
of Arlington Heights $2.5 million In tho 
next five years, Village Atty. Jack M. 
Slcgcl said Tuesday night. 


A policy team that Is preparing tho vil- 


lage's application for the federal funds 
asked Slcgcl to Interpret the require* 


mcnts of the U.S. Housing and Commu- 
nity Development Act of 1974. 


"I don't think we ought to get into this 


with both feet unless we recognize there 
is going to be somo pressure for low-and 
moderate-Income housing," ho said. 


Funds from the act can be used for 


other community needs such as rcvltall- 
zatlon of the central village and the ac- 
quisition of recreational land, he said. 


Two-story office building 
planned by local realtor 


Arlington Realty Inc., has presented 


preliminary plans for a two-story office 
building on S. Arlington Heights Road. 


Tho plans, presented to tho village plat 


and subdivision subcommittee Tuesday, 
coll for an office building at the south* 
cast comer of South Arlington Heights 
Road and Cypress Street. Tho building 
would have about 7,700-squaro feet of 
floor space and 26 parking spaces.

ronmental, recreation and flood-control 
use; land acquisition for low-and moder- 
ate-Income and senior citizens housing; 
central village area conservation and re- 
vitallzation; and historic preservation.
